Fruits and Flowers. 


Very charming, indeed, are gifts of flowers 
round about Christmas time. If possible, it 
is a good idea to buy the flowers actually 
growing in bowls. ‘They last so much longer 
this way, at a time when flowers are very 


scarce. 
Fruit, too, is an acceptable gift. The

UDGED by the reasons usually advanced, 
the evidence is altogether insufficient 
for - assuming at Henry spoke 
untruthfully, when he declared that the 
question of the validity of his marriage 
with Katharine of rag been 
raised first by the Bishop of Tarbes 
during the negotiations which took place 
concerning the matrimonial alliance for 
the Princess Mary. The statement, quite 
possibly, may have been a royal and 
convenient falsehood; or, as Katharine 
appears to have believed, perhaps Wolsey 
put the doubt into the French bishop’s 
mind, In the circumstances, any guess 
may wear an appearance of certitude. 
Yet, as we feel justified in pointing ont, 
depreeatory allegations of this sort were 
just the kind that would arise in tho 
course of delicate foreign diplomacy or 
political bargaining. 

For England, however, the subject was 
too grave to be regarded as a matter of 
academic or diplomatic debate. Whether 
he had, or had not, anything to do with 
the origin of the question, Wolsey was 
the one man who would be disposed to 
view it in its most serious, and even 
threatening, aspect. His excellent 
administration of home affairs, though 
less of a pageant, illustrated and 
explained his foreign policy. The life and 
welfare of his countrymen, the peace, 
happiness, and prosperity of the home- 
land, were always his first, almost his 
only, consideration, though his com- 
patriots did not give him credit for such 
disinterested ambitions. 


THE PROPOSED DIVORCE . 


Accordingly, in his estimation, the 
succession to the Crown would constitute 
a vital point which touched the well- 
being of the country he loved. He would 
not wish that there should occur any more 
uncertain titles to the throne, Jest civil 
war, so recently in the land, might return. 
At the same time, he harboured no desire 
to -see a foreign prince ruling over 
England; that, at least, is made clear by 
a passage in the letter of Du Bellay, the 
Ambassador, to Montmorency, 
1528. When, 
therefore, Henry first mentioned the 
subject of the divorce, the King’s alleged 
scruples fitted in with England’s needs so 
well that the great minister seized on them 
avidly as calculated to produce a fairly 
simple solution of an otherwise diffienlt 
problem. If only the divorce from 
Katharine could be secured—and such 
ruptures of the matrimonial bond, for 
political objects, were by no means un- 
common—it might be possible, so thought 
Wolsey, to arrange a marriage between 
‘Henry and a French princess, from which 
union the desired heir might spring. 

Thoughts of the agony and grief of the 
proud Spanish princess who had long 
occupied the rank of lawful Queen of 
England, and had faithfully—ney 
devoted!y— fulfilled the duties of a wife 
to King Henry, perhaps never entered the 
Cardinal’s mind. It was not that he 
lacked sympathy, but the destiny of his 
fatherland overmastered in him all other 
considerations. Besides, he knew of only 
too many instances where princesses and 
queens had to sacrifice their private 
feelings to the welfare of millions. 

Obstacles he foresaw would arise, chiefly 
at the Vatican—obstacles of a political 
rather than a religions nature—to any 
such project as that to which he was now 
putting his hand: From the imperialist 
side powerful opposition was bound to 
come, on both family and political 
crounds ; that was to be expected, and for 
it provision had to be made. Wolsey, 
however, entertained little fear of defeat 
from that quarter. The main thing, te 
ohtain which he would need to exert all 
his powers and abilities. was the decree 
from the Papacy. . He believed it possible 
to convince the Court of Rome that the 
divorce was justifiable on moral grounds. 
He was convineed of that bimself, i1.d 
Wolsey had a wonderful way of persuading 
others on matters whereon he had made 
up his own mind. 


A DANGEROUS OBSTACLE. 

The political indigence of the Vatican, 
however, constituted the most dangerous 
obstacle of all. This the sack of Rome 
and the subsequent captivity of the Pope 
enlarged to abnormal proportions. The 
Cardinal perceived that such hopes as 
he might foster of procuring the decree 
from Clement, if free, were incapable of 
fulfilment by a Pope in prison among 
the-iiaperialists; or,.id.no longer a captive, 
yet under imperial influence. While 
Clement continued in captivity, therefore, 
Wolsey eagerly sought to attain his object 
by getting into his own hands the 
authority to grant the decree. With this 
end in view he formulated several schemes, 
one after the other. 

Current opinion, at the time of the sack 
of Rome. had regarded him as one who 
would not hesitate to propose that the 
English and French Churches should break 
away from obedience to the Holy See. In 
all likelihood, if he had deemed it 
requisite for England’s well-being, he 
would truly have put forth such ‘a pYo- 
position; but he ‘had come to the 
conclusion that his purposes would be 
better accomplished by something less than 
this—by an extension of his legatine 
authority. One of his plans, therefore, in 
which King Francis lent him support, 
included tiie assembly of the Cardinals on 
French soil, and their appointment. of 
nim, during the term of the Pope's 
imprisonment, as a kind of Papal Vicar, 
with powers of administration and dis- 
pensation. In September 1527, he 
proposed to Clement that the Pope should 
grant him a general faculty to do, and 
exectite all things so long as his Holiness 
remained in durance. All Wolsey’s 
projects were too revolutionary to meet 
with any success. From the Cardinal’s 

int of view, the share in Papal govern- 
ment which he sought would have heen 
merely a temporary measure, designed to 
enable him to pronounce a decree of 
divorce for Henry without involving 
Clement in direct responsibility for it. 
He did not, however, observe that what 
he asked would have shaken the authority 
of the Papacy to its foundations. 


THE KING'S IRRITATION. 


Wolsey was certainly in a precarious 
ition. The turn thatevents were taking 

in England forced him to seek desperate 
expedients abroad. His own nation, 
whom his genius had exalted in foreign 
lands and caused to thrive at home, was 
bitterly opposed to him. The nobility, 
merchants and people hated him either 
for what they regarded as his vanity and 
arrogance, or for his French alliance; 
the Queen and her Spanish friends, for 
the divorce project; the Boleyn family 
and their adherents, for his known wish 
to promote a diferent marriage; the Court 
and its hangers-on, for his eminence and 
power. However much they differed among 
themselves in other respects, they agreed 
at least in one—their enmity to Wolsey. 
The King, hitherto his strong supporter 
and friend, had already displayed towards 
him, because he had presumed to make 
a conventual appointment which was not 
according to the royal will, considerable 
irritation and a mean gupidity. Those 
two evil qualities were to’ reveul themselves 
in their most offensive forms, not long 
afterwards, within Wolsey’s very death- 
amber. Overseas, the Empire was 
vindictively hostile; the Church cold and 
mistrastiul. In only one direction could 
the “Cardinal lock .for sympathy and 
jation—to France; but the French 
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arbiter of Christendom. If ‘the 

had matured, one lof. its earliest 

en would have been the Pope's 

pendence of the imperial. party. It 
seems clear that Wolsey believed that 
Clement, free to act according to his own 
inclinations and judgment, would have 
proved favourable in the matter of the 
divorce. 

All Wolsey’s efforts issued in futility. 
He merely increased the burden of his 
diplomatic labours. Once, and once only, 
did what appeared to be an opportunity 
of accomplishi his desires present 
itself ‘to him. ope Clement fell ill in 
January, 1929. ' Monarde this Pontiff 
Wolsey had atways manifested sentiments 
of real friendship and esteem, but he was 
in too perilous a condition of fortune to 
overlook the unique chance of retrieving 
his position which a vacancy in the 
“IR would afíord him. 
could gain the tiara, he felt that all 
might yet be well with him. He could 
grant King Henry’s wish and win back 
his favour: he could also overcome his 
foreign and English foes, and thus be 
sufficiently powerful to strengthen that 
French confederacy which he had ever 
believed the best for England’s prosperity. 
During Clement’s illness, therefore, the 
Cardinal put forth all his energies to 
secure election, in case the Pope’s in- 
disposition should end fatally. 

The Pope recovered. His restitution to 
administrative capability shattered the 
last hope of Wolsey. <A few months later 
the Emperor and the Vatican concluded 
a treaty at Barcelona, and the 
Archduchess Margaret, Regent of the 
Netherlands, met Louise.. mother of the 
French King, at Cambrai. As a foree in 
foreign diplomacy Cardinal Wolsey was 
already dead. Ruin, absolute and 
compete, had overtaken the policy through 
which he had expected to exalt his country 
and make her the first European Power. 
The course. moreover, that the King’s 
divorcee suit was to take war vitally 
affected by these two pacts of June and 
July 1529; and, incidentally, the doom of 
the Cardinal himself was sealed by them. 


GRANDEUR IN ADVERSITY. 


His fall was a national calamity. To 
many, whether friends or foes, he had 
stood for a pillar of national sirencth, 
and to these it seemed as if the authority 
of the State itself was shaking to a 
collapse, as rumour followed rumour 
concerning his removal from offtee. It 
can hardly have been affection (Wolsey 
had never looked for or _ attained 
popularity), it certainly was not pity 
(he still clung to a proud dignity that 
caused the thousands at Cawood-gate to 
cry to him “God save your Grace” as 
he issued forth wnder arrest for high 
treason). It was much more the unspoken 
thought: ‘‘We shall never see his like 
again.’’ 

His utter grandeur blazed forth in the 
last three vears of his life. Not so much 
in the days of his great triumphs as in 
those of his adverse fortune and stress did 
his genius display itself. His aims and 
projects may have been wildly impractic- 
able, but they were so only, because they 
were centuries before their time. 

As we visualise him tottering to his 
fatal break, we count his personal 
qualities, his career, his fate, alike unique. 
“ He took a wider and juster view of the 
problems of his time than any English 
statesman has ever done.” Quite true, 
but there was more even than that in him, 
which endowed him with an illustrious 
singularity. Belonging by training and 
office to a mediwval system, he nevertheless 
pursued a course of political action, and 
laid well and truly the foundations of a 
political establishment, which opened the 
modern age of thé world. Within the 
ambit of his political outlook, therefore, 
there met and coalesced the medigval 
conception of Christendom as a whole and 
the recognition of the claims of thé 
national entities that were coming to a 
fuller life areund him. ' 

So remarkable was Wolsey by position 
and by the policy he strove to 
complete that, if I were asked to indicate 
the point of time when the Middle Ages 
ended and modern times began, I would 
reply, “ At eight of the clock on the morn 
of the Eve of St. Andrew, 1530,’’ for that 
was the day and hour when Thomas 
Wolsey breathed his last breath—a citizen 
of the old world who laboured for a new; 
who, when he fell, unwilling to be 
satisfied with many of the ideals and 
methods of a receding era and protesting 
vigorously against some of an era fast 
approaching, fell across the threshold that 
divided the two. Thus he ended, in such 
fashion as precluded anyone henceforth 
from deseribing him as the last of the one 
ov the first of the other—he remains the 
figure of a great personality, unique, 
singular, alone.

The Parcels J ax. 


Many people in Dublin collect silver 
paper for the hospitals, and, no doubt, 
will be interested in the experience of a 
friend of mine who is an indefatigable 
collector in season and out of season. 
Some few years ago my friend was spend- 
ing a holiday in France, and carried on 
her collection of silver foil there. An 
American lady whom she met, and became 
friends with, was greatly interested in her 
pursuit, and whenever she writes always 
encloses some sheets of silver paper to aid 
the Dublin hospitals. 

A few days ago my friend received a 
small parcel, about the size and thickness 
of a couple of dozen sheets of notepaper. 
The narcel bore the usual Customs de- 
claration, which stated that the contents 
consisted of silver paper valued at ten 
cents. I believe ten cents of American 
money is eauiyalent to fivepenece in onr 
coinave, and my friend had to pay the 
ridiculous postage fee of sixpence which is 
eharged on all parcels,

interests of all, including the Post Office.

When on the subject of silver paper, 
which has suddenly become of value to 
the hospitals, I often wonder if some 
enterprising hospits] will start collecting 
tin bores or instal a plant for melting 
down the tir. T believe that tin is a valu- 
nble commodity. but I for one find it quite 
impossible to get anybedy to take over 
mv old tobacco boxes, which, as I am a 
fairly heayy smoker. accumulate at on 
alarming rate. Mv tobacconist will make 
no allowance for them, se they are con- 
giomed to the dust-hin. If seme enter- 
nrising hoanital made a collection of tin 
boxes snd ather ting, and was in a position 
to melt the tin down.

Fruit Shops. 


If the people of Dublin are eating more 
Sweets, as you suggested a short time ago 
(writes one of my correspondents), it would 
seem also that they are eating ¢onsiderably 
more fruit. Ten years ago, or even five 
years ago, fruit shops were scarce enough 
in the city; to-day there are several in 
i almost every street. 

One wonders whether it is the invita- 
tion to “eat more fruit” or the allure- 
ment of attempting to swim the Channel 
which is responsible for this, Whatever 
be the cause, there can be no doubt that 
Dublin people are buying, and presumably 
eating, many times more fruit than they 
did even a few years ago, Some years ago 
Cork probably had the distinction of con- 
taining the largest proportion of fruit 
shops to its population of al! Irish cities 
and towns, but to-day Dublin would seem 
to have taken the distinction to itself. 
Perhaps, one explanation is the oft- 
repeated joke about the tremendous 
merease of Corkmen in Dublin since the 
formation of the Free State. 

The tendency to combine fruit with 
sweets and confectionery is also becoming 
very marked. The old custom of combining 
sweets with tobacco still obtains, but fruit 
and sweets 1s now the more usual com- 
bination. Certainly Dublin, at least, has 
hearkened to the slogan, “Eat More 
Fruit.”

The University of Salamanca at one 
time. rivalled the Universities of Paris 
and Oxford, and had a students’ roll of 
over ten thousand. During the Peninsular 
War Salamanca fell upon evil days—the 
Duke of Wellington reported that the 
French destroyed in 1812 “thirteen out 
of twenty convents and twenty out of 
twenty-five colleges.’ The Irish College, 
which was granted a charter by Philip 
II., described as the Collegio de Nobles, 
Irlandes, was destroyed at this period, 
but it is now housed in one of the five 
remaining colleges. The college is dedi- 
cated to St. Patrick. 

It is curious to remember that the 
Colleee of Salamanca was founded by 
Philip for the Irish exiles in Spain, 
when the modern Irish at home have 
changed the name of the county which 
was called after the founder of St. 
Patrick's, Salamanca.

Ditheritis ! 


This common disease, “ ditheritis,’’ is 
supposed to be exclusively feminine, but 
I have encountered some men who have 
been badly ufflicted with it.

People will come to the counter, have box 
after box taken down from shelves, and 
their contents strewn about the counter, 
and in the end calmly remark that they 
“will call some other time, as you do not 
seem to have what I want to-day.”

The Gate Theatre. 


Many strange rumours have been cir- 
culating in the city im connection with 
the postponed performances of “Salomé”’ 
and the ‘Theatre of the Soul” at the 
Gate Theatre.

An Irish Medical Appointment. 


Dr. T. J. R. Maguire, who has been 
appointed Assistant Medica] Officer of 
Health in County Cork, is well known 
both in medical and military circles in the 
Tree State. 

Dr. Maguire, who is a son of the late 
Mr. Joseph Maguire, was formerly a 
student at University College, Dublin, and 
took his early medical degrees at the 
National University of Ireland in 1912. 
For a time he was hospital house surgeon 
in Dublin, and was also Hon. Anesthetist 
to the Dental Hospital. 

During the European War he served in 
the Royal Army Medical Corps, and while 
in Egvpt was in command of the No. 3 
Detention Hospital. He later held the 
rank of Commandant in the Free State 
Army, and was Administrative Medical 
Officer to the Curragh and the Third 
Southern Command. He has also served 
as a member of the Army Pensions Board. 


Statues. 


In a gathering of Dubliners the other 
day the subject of the city’s statues 
happened to be discussed, and it was quite 
surprising to see how few people could 
tell offhand the position of some of the 
lesser-known statues, although they passed 
them many times a week. An amusing 
story was told in this connection of a 
jarvey. who, driving an American around 
the city, passed the statue of Lord 
Ardilaun inside the railings of St.

The Geminids. 


Though December is not so remarkable 
a month for meteors as November, there 
is one notable shower which is usually 
in evidence between the nights of the 
llth and 16th. The Geminids, as these 
meteors are called from the Constellation 
Gemini, where their radiant is centred, 
often appear in considerable numbers, and 
can be watched for before midnight, owing 
to the considerable altitude of the. radiant 
before the night is far advanced. The 
Geminid shower should furnish some 
bright meteors on the night of December 
12, as the maximum falls about December 
12, 10h. 30m., but there is an earlier 
maximum on the morning of December 
12 about one o’clack. On the morning 
of December 16 meteors should ‘also prove 
very abnndant, as there is a large maxi- 
mum about 5h. 45m... which will probably 
he seen to best advantage in America, but 
it wil] be visible also to observers on this 
side of the Atlantic. The meteoric in- 
tensity on the morning of December 16 is 
in some respects the highest in the month, 
but the maxima do not fall at such con- 
venient hours for observation as on De- 
cember 12. There is also a good deal of 
meteoric activity in the early parts of 
November 16th and 17th. 

Apart from the spectacular interest 
attaching to meteors, there is evidence 
that they are responsible for atmospheric 
disturbance seemingly out of al] propor- 
tion to their actual numbers. The baro- 
meter not infrequently shows violent 
fluctuations on or after the night that 
meteoric maxima take place, and this

BAD LOSERS ? 


FAIR GAMBLERS WHOSE 
LOOKS BECOME DARK.

MEN SUGGEST A BAN.

HE number of wealthy woman 
gamblers of late has enormously 
increased, and in some instances they 
have begun to swamp the men. It has 
raised a most intriguing question: are 
women bad losers? 

Trouble has fallen upon two of the 
smartest and most celebrated clubs in 
London since the number of women 
patrons began to increase. The males have 
been dropping out, or have allowed their 
membership to lapse, with the inevitable 
heavy fall in revenue. One explanation 
offered by these retiring members is that 
there are too many women nowadays and 
that they are bad players and bad losers. 
It is alleged that, once a woman has 
become bitten by the fever, she is 
positively reckless and unscrupulous. She 
will play for high stakes, utterly regardless 
of her ability to meet losses. 

While it is true that women have 
become heavy gamblers and threaten to 
outnumber men at play, it is not so clearly 
established that they are as black as they 
are painted. It was really the extended 
patronage of women which led to the 
remarkable move in Switzerland recently 
when a national vote was taken on the 
question of re-establishing gaming in the 
kursaals. ‘‘ La boule’’ has been banned 
for some years past, but one direct result 
has been a heavy loss in revenue and 
patronage. Without the aid of gaming, 
some of the kursaals were unable to 
provide the first-class music and other 
attractions to compete with French and 
German spas. 


FEMININE SUPPORT. 


Advocates for the restoration of gaming 
have urged that it would recover the 
support of smart women ; curiously enough 
the opponents have used this as one of the 
strongest objections. It has been said that 
women have contracted the gaming fever 
to such an extent that they want casinos or 
gaming facilities everywhere they go, and 
it would lead to scandals and loss of 
prestige to encourage it. 

This is partially true. There is no 
doubt that Monte Carlo has been saved 
through the wreat increase of feminine 
patronage. 
matters were looking desperate. ‘irere 
were discussions on ways and means of 
restoring lost glories, and even those 
recurring stories of some gambler gettin.

EGYPTIAN FAVOUR, 


For many imonths past smart women in 
Egypt have been the leaders in clamouring 
for gaming facilities. The Egyptian 
Government are said to be sympathetic, 
believing that it will bring much grist iv 
the mill in Cairo. 

A short while ago a syndicate had 
plans for taking over Elizabeth Castle, 
which had been handed over to the Jersey 
States by the Crown, and to make it a 
great casino. This bold scheme is stil! 
entertained. It has opponents among the 
islanders. but it is said that a ‘arve 


it has received the support of many society 
women who visit the islands. 
It is, therefore. significant that in 
nearly every instance the decline of old 
gaming institutions and opposition to the 
establishment of new, is attributed to ihe 
changed ideas of men. Are they being 
discouraged by the reckless nature of 
women gamblers, and the belief that 
women are bad losers who are spoiling the 
game, or is it the adoption of the dog-in- 
the-manger policy? In the instance of the 
West end clubs it is said that many of the 
men players would like to restore the old 
order, and close the doors to women. 
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SHAKESPEARE AT THE 
ABBEY 


—--——F—— 
'“ THE MERCHANT OF 
VENICE.'”' 


The topicality oi the Shakespearean drama 
is nowhere better shown than in “ The 
Merchant of Venice,’’ which Mr. Anew 
McMaster’s company presented at the Abbey 
Theatre last night. One Roderigo Lepez, “the 
Jewish physician to Queen Elizabeth, was 
accused of being paid to poison the Queen 
by the King of Spain, He was convicted on 
very slender evidence. and was executed in 
June, 1594. ‘This trial and execution aroused 
violent anti-Jewish sentiments in the mass of 
the people, and of these sentiments the stage, 
then as now, was ready to take full advan- 
tage. It is surmised that a play on a kin- 
dred theme already existed, and that this 
rough play was worked over by Shakespeare. 
It was produced in 1594 to satisfy the public 
clamour for a play on the Lopez affair, but 
was afterwards considerably revised. In the 
United States to-day there is a profession 
known as the “ play-fixer,” one who pulls 
plays together so as to “put them over.’ 
William Shakespeare, with his great facility 
of work and fecundity of ideas, was one of 
the earliest, and the greatest, members of the 
profession. ''The Merchant of Venice’ is 
one of the “fixed” plays, and Shylock was 
an offering to enraged patriotism; where he 
was concerned “ the quality of mercy’ most 
certainly remained unstrained. Christianity 
gave its lesson in forgiveness. 
_ Last night’s presentation of the play was 
in the orthodox manner. The story was 
clear, the staging adequate, and the recep 
tion xeceedingly cordial. But ‘“undisciplined’’ 
would seem to be the word which most 
accurately summarises the acting. The 
team spirit was conspicuously absent 
from the performance, and this must be 
accounted for by the difference in the styles 
of acting between Sir Frank Benson and the 
members of the eompany supporting him. 

If the production cannot be described as 
a triumph for Mr. MeMaster’s company there 
were several personal performances which 
were much above the average. Sir Frank 
Benson, as Shylock, dominated the perform- 
ance. In these days of what is called 
“naturalistic ” acting such a performance as 
Sir Frank Benson gives is apt to be out of 
tune with his supporting caste. So it was 
last night; Sir Frank was-in one key, his 
collaborators in another. His Shylock, how- 
ever, was everything that could be hoped for 
by his most exacting admirer. There wa: no 
attempt made to give the motive of the Jew 
as anything other than revenge—thus making 
yet another breach between the actor and 
the contemporary apologist. 

A performance that struck one by its 
spontaneity was that of the Launcelot Gobbo 
of Mr. Ronald Lang. If his lines showed 
Shakespeare as a punster rather than a poet 
the actor gave them a vivacity which made 
them more than acceptable. Miss Esme 
Biddle’s Portia was interesting if unexciting. 
She excelled in her elocution, but was content 
to follow precedents in interpertation. But her 
performance was highly creditable. The re- 
maining fourteen parts were capably filled, 
with accents that varied, but a uniformity of 
interpretation. t

WHERE A BOAT IS REQUIRED. 


When the circular letters from the 
Northern Ireland Ministry regarding the pro- 


orthern Government were under considera- 
tion at the monthly meeting of the Strabane 
Rural District Council yesterday the Chair- 
man (Mr. William Rankin, J.P.) said that 
he did not think the Government should in- 
terfere in this matter at all and that the 
‘buses should be allowed to run as they were 
doing now. Besides, he considered that as 
the representatives of the ratepayers they 
should have control of the “bus traffic to a 
certain extent, because the ‘buses were using 
their roads. The Government should not 
issue or withhold licences without the consent 
of the local councils. 

Mr. Thomas Christie said that in the 
district of Glenmornan there was no 'bus 
service, and, instead of a ‘bus, they would 
soon require a boat. The Glenmornan River 
had left its course and now had made its 
course along the road. He proposed that the 
present "bus services be restricted, because 
buses were not for the benefit of the country. 
From where they sat in that boardroom they 
could see two flourishing States, two flourish- 
ing towns, three dying railways and a dying 
canal and their colossal modern road, and 
alongside them they could also see the land 
immersed in water, the land that was the 
principal support of all these things. It was 
the traffic in "buses and lorries on this road 


that was the cause of the stagnation in the 
railways and canal. He thought that the pro- 
posal of the Government was a reasonable 
one and they were perfectly right in pro- 
posing to restrict the traffic.

Trinity College, Dublin. 

During the last few days something of 
their country’s established fame has been 
made known to the younger makers of the 
new Ireland. Trinity College, Dublin, 
has celebrated, not unworthily, the 
bicentenaries of two of her greatest sons. 
On: Monday one of Oliver Goldsmith's 
comedies was played in College and Mr. 
Stephen Gwynn discoursed upon the poet's 
genius. Yesterday the Earl of Birken- 
hearl made the oration on Edmund Burke 
which is reported in another column. If 
Lord Birkenhead, an eminent and busy 
man, has conferred a compliment on 
Trinity College, he has received from her 
in return—apart from ‘his honorary 
degree—a very handsome compliment. 
Burke was a great orator and a. great 
politician; Ireland is famous. as a land of 
politicians and orators; yet Lord Birken- 
head, an Englishman, was chosen. as the 
mouthpiece of the College’s tribute to 
Burke. Perhaps, some Irishmen may 
regret the choice. They may feel that the 
lack of an Irish orator, on this occasion 
of all.occasions, is a confession of national] 
poverty. They may feel, too, that a certain 
materialism of outlook unfits Lord Birken- 
head to be an interpreter of Burke's politi- 
cal. philosophy—his passionate fealties 
and his almost mystic zeal for the founda- 
tions of. truth. . Nevertheless, there are 
some aspects of Burke’s genius that Lord 
Birkenhead is well qualified to appraise. 
His oration has the lawyer’s balance, the 
statesinan’s knowledge and the graces of 
scholarship. Not only as orator, but as 
envoy, he was Trinity College’s welcome 
guest; for he brought her greetings from 
Oxford. Amid many shocks of change the 
sisterhood of the old universities abides. 

Burke and Goldsmith had their share of 
those Irish qualities which baffle English 
criticism. In an admirable article, on 
Monday, The Times observed that “in 
their qualities and in their weaknesses 
they were, and they remained, for all 
their working lives in England, Irish of 
the Irish to the backbone.”’ Goldsmith's 
simplicity and Burke’s refinements alike 
reflect the native blood. Yet the real 
secret of their genius lies in its defianec 
of limitations; their appeal is ‘to the 
whole English-speaking world. Burke, as 
the. Provd8t said yesterday, had an inter- 
national mind; in Goldsmith's words, he 
was ‘‘ born for the universe.’’ His grasp 
of principles and his gift of argument 
created a political philosophy that stilt 
responds with equal success to the test of 
varied events not only in England, France, 
America and India, but in States that, 
when he died, were in the womb of time. 
He has evolved some conceptions of govern- 
ment and of society that, in spite of the 
ruin of many systems, the fal] of many 
thrones, remain an established part. ot 
humanity’s common wisdom. In the 
kingdom ‘of letters Goldsmith’s outlook 
was not less penetrajing or Jess ample. It 
embraced the whole range of ‘human 
passion—quicquid agunt homines. His 
characters, like those of all immortal 
literature; are dependent on no considera- 
tion. of time or places He was Irish 
always, but provincial never. -His pre- 
doniinant devotion was to “ the state of 
polite. learning in Kurope.’”’ It is not 
insignificant that the great epitaph on 
Goldsmith by England’s greatest man of 
letters was written in Latin, To-day 
Trinity College honours Burke an@ Gold- 
smith most affectionately as-her sons, but 
‘most ptoudly as “ citizens of the world.’’ 

Lord Birkenhead is one of the founders 
of the Irish Free State, No doubt, he 
chas followed its development with a 
imeasure of parental anxiety; and, as a 
‘graduate of Dublin University, ‘he will 
feel some concern for her future fortunes. 
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of the’ word... Her. outlodk: nd "bod 
standards of ‘learning, conduct and char: 
acter have produced, through generation 
after generation,» men who have been 
fitted to dignily her name‘ and Ireland's 
| name in every part of the British Empire. 
Thus she has given to the world not only 
Berkeley, Burke: and. Goldsmith, but ea 
host of’ statesmen, soldiers, scholars and 
administrators who have made the bounds 
of freedom wider yet, have helped to win 
the Empire’s battles, have imposed order 
and prosperity on’ many lands and have 
enriched letters and science. To such 
sons as Burke and Goldsmith, to 
thousands of boys now at school and to 
future generations of Irishmen Trinity 
College owes the high and solemn daty 
of a sustained idealism, She was born 
and, until now, has “lived for the 
universe ;. her first care has been “the 
state of polite learning in Europe.” If 
under any form of pressure she “ narrows 
her mind” and surrenders “ what was 
meant for mankind” to, the new pro- 
vincialism and parochialism that are 
Ireland's gravest peril, she will cease to 
be Trinity College, .Dyblin. Her fame 
will become a memory, and’ Lord 
Birkenhead, perhaps, will have spoken 
her funeral oration.: | 


Britain’s Unemployed. 

The register of unemployment in Great 
Britain on December 3rd ‘showed that 
| no- fewer than 1,350,000 persons were out 
of work. This figure represents a fall of 
44,705 in comparison with the previous

figure for the corresponding date of last 
It ‘is . difficult to realise the 
appalling condition. of ‘affairs which these 
figures disclose, “The total population, of 
England, Scotland and Wales ‘is, roughly, 
45,000,000. We may assume that one in 
every five is a bread-winner, actual or 
potential, and on this basis fifteen per cent. 
of the able-bodied population of Great 
Britain are without means of. livelihood: 
In other words, at least 5,500,000 men, 


| women. and children are destitute. ‘The 


reasons for this alarming situation are 
manifold. Possibly the chief cause of 
such abnormal, unemployment is the de- 
pression in the coal industry.. Coal in 
the nineteenth century formed the basis 
of Britain s great prosperity. Cheap fuel 
enabled her to send her ships across the 
seven. seas, carrying not only her own 
goods, but the merchandise of other 
countries less fortunate than herself. 
Then came the agé of oil fuel, and with 
it the eclipse of coal as:a prime factor 
in industrial and commercial wealth: 
Since the war the value of coal has been 
diminishing-steadily. Furthermore, foreign 
nations have been under-cutting Britain 
in her best markets, with the result that 
the demand for British coal has fallen 
away to a remarkable degree. Germany, | 
Poland and the United States now are 
enjoying the custom that once was 
Britain's monopoly. 
that the British miners must’ bear a sub: 
stantial portion: of the blame for this. 
development. Since the war there have: 
been several strikes in the coalfields. and | 
foreign competitors, have “received a: 
present: of millions of pounds’ worth of 
trade... The time has passed, however, ‘for 
recrimination.. Britain must face the fact 
that one-eighth of her people on 
the verge of starvation, and that the ever- 
growing army of workless men.is beginning 
to be a real danger. No other country in.

- . Canals in India. 


The léngest canal system in the world 
was completed yesterday, when the Sarda 
‘Canal was opéned in thé United Provinces 
of India. A correspondent of The Times 
sends from Oudh a description of the 
great undertaking. For more than half a 
century plans have been canvassed for the 
utilisation of the Ganges-Gogra watershed. 
Huge volumes of water drained from these 
heights have been running to waste in the 
Sarda River. Many have argued that, 
were this water indeed turned to the uses 
of irrigation, the backward cultivators of 
that region would fail to avail themselves 
of its benefits, These pessimists have 
been refuted by the eagerness with which 
the native population has applied for the 
supply that the canal has rendered avail- 
able. No fewer than 4,000 miles of canal 
‘and distributing channels have been con- 
structed, and by this means water has 
been diffused over an area of more than 
7,000,000 acres—a region as large as the 
whole of the fertile parts of Egypt. It is 
expected that the watering of the country 
concerned will lead to the growing of a 
better class of crop—in . particular, of 
sugar-cane. Work has been going on for 
neatly eight years, and a sum of 
£7,500,000 has been spent. More than 
3,000 bridges were built to provide passes 
for ‘traffic across the cana]. In order to 
prevent water-logging in wet seasons, 
‘drains are being cut, which will “mnn- 
water ” all low-lying grounds. These will 
total in length no less than 1,800 miles. 
i By the toil of the engineers homes for 
hundreds of thousands of families will be 
‘ensured, and the standard of living of a 
vast population will be lifted. What 
-councils of the outraged gods, like that 
which Kipling’s bridge-builders saw in 
‘wision, were excited by this spectacle of 
the audacity of all-conquering man?

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SIR ARCHIBALD SALVIDGE. 

The Right ‘Honourable Sir Archibald 
-Tutton James Salvidge, K.B.E., one of 
Liverpool’s best politica] organisers and civic 
bleaders, died yesterday, aged sixty-five years. 
He was educated at the Rivsiedt Institute, 
‘and entered the business of his father, the 
late Archibald Tutton Salvidge. Afterwards 
he became associated with Bent’s Brewery, 
and in course of time was appointed manag- 
ing director. In the meantime he had given 
close attention to civic affairs, and had 
embarked in politics. In 1890 he became 
identified with the Liverpool Workingmen’s 
Conservative Association. Within three years 
‘he was its chairman, and under his guidance 
it attained a commanding influence in local 
politics. For thirty-five years the Association 
played a leading part in general and in 
‘municipal elections. 

Sir Archibald was an alderman of the city, 
and in 1910 he was offered, but declined to 
-accept, the office of Lord Mayor. The Liver- 
pool Conservative Club presented him with 
‘his portrait in recognition of his services to 
the Unionist Party. Sir Archibald promoted 
the Mersey Road Tunnel Scheme of 1925. 
and when the bill was carried Liverpool 
conferred its freedom on him. Further 
acknowledgments of his public services were 
his Knighthood in 1916, his Knighthood of 
the British Empire in 1920. and his member- 
ship of the Privy Council (1922).

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The condition of the King is now causing 
the greatest anxiety, and, though the 
bulletin of this morning—the twenty-first 
day of the illness—seemed a little more 
hopeful, it was not regarded as satisfac- 
tory. The continuance of the high tempera. 
ture means that the infection persists, 
and that the situation in regard to that 
danger has not improved. The only satis 
faction that can be gleaned from to-day's 
statement is that the King has _ not 
suffered further decrease of strength. The 
main point, however, is that there has 
been a long-continued strain on 
muscles of the heart, and with the return 
of general infection a further demand is 
being made upon them. The evening 
bulletin was considered to be a little more 
reassuring. 


Many Doctors. 


Doubts have been expressed in private 
conversation, rather than in print, whether 
the presence of so many as five doctors 
is really a benefit to the Royal patient 
It is comforting to be able to state on 
good authority that, while in many cases 
there might be good reasons for such a 
doubt, in the present mstance the mu!ti- 
tude of counsellors has been entirely to 
His Majesty’s advantage. There are cir- 
cumstances in a pleuritic disease where 
doctors may differ and their varying 
opinions become a source of embarrass 
ment. This particularly concerns the 
selection of the right moment at which 
to tap the fluid. In the present illness 
there has been no question of anything of 
the kind, and I understand on good 
authority that there has been no difference 
of opinion among the eminent doctors in 
charge of the case as to the proper course 
to pursue. 


Publie’s Anxiety. 

A huge crowd assembled outside 
Buckingham Palace this morning, in spite 
of the bitterly cold northerly wind, to 
wait for the issue of the morning bulletin, 
and it was noticeable that people were 
expressing deep anxiety as to the outcome 
of the struggle being waged within th 
Palace. When the bulletin was posted 
there was a great rush to the railings, 
and the terms of the bulletin were re- 
peated to those on the edge of the crowd 
unable to get near enough to see it for 
themselves. It might have been supposed 
that the crowd would have dispersed after 
the bulletin had been issued, but such 
was not the case. and many hundreds of 
people stood waiting about on the pas 
ment outside the Palace, talking among 
themselves.

An Australian's Prayer. 


During the night an Australian artist 
kept vigil outside Buckingham Palace 
praying for the King’s recovery. From 
midnight until dawn he paced up and 
down at the base of the Queen Victoria 
Memorial, sometimes resting on the edge 
of the marble basin of the fountain. He 
carried a Bible in one hand, and in the 
other a copy of a sacred picture which he 
had drawn after a. three weeks’ illness, 
and which, he believed, had saved his life. 
When questioned he said that he had had 
a message telling him to go to the Palace 
and pray for the King, and believed that 
by intercession much could be done. In 
this connection I have heard many people 
express surprise that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury has not asked for a dav of 
intercession for the restoration of the King 
to health: but it is probable that there is 
quite a reasonable explanation why this 
has not been done. 


The Princes Retarn. 


The return of the Prince of Wales is 
hailed with satisfaction on every side; for 
it is generally felt that the King would 
wish to have him at home in these critical 
moments. It is a blessing that the Prince, 
in his wild rush across a Continent, has 
been able to reach London without mishap 
or Welay. Apart from the natural affec- 
tion of the Prince for his father, he has 
also a great admiration’ for him, and it 
may be that his return will have a favour- 
able effect on the health of the illustrious 
invalid. Such, at least, is the general 
hope. There can be little doubt, in any 
event, that his presence will be a comfort 
to both the King and Queen. 


A Remarkable Journey. 


The wonderful 5,000-mile journey of the 


Prince of Wales has been made in 
‘‘ yecord ” time, and the railway journe) 
in itself must be regarded as extra 


ordinary. The usual journey by rail from 
Brindisi to Victoria occupies forty-eight 
hours, but the Prince made it in thirty- 
six hours, an immense saving in time 
Many people are commenting on the fact 
that the Prince was not bronght home in 
an aeroplane, but I understand that the 
authorities were of the opinion that such 
an expedition would have been too risky. 
particularly in view of the unsatisfactory 
weather and the danger of crossing the 
Alps. The fact that the Prince has been 
able to return with such speed is a justil- 
cation of their decision. 


At St. Stephen's. 


At the Houses of Parliament the 
anxiety to-day concerning the King was 
marked ; for members of both Houses were 
discussing the news from Buckingham 
Palace with greater interest gban either 
of the important matters before their re- 
spective Houses. Anybody suspected oí 
possessing anything in the shape of news 
from the Palace not generally known was 
quickly surroundtd, and eagerly cross- 
examined. Relief at the arrival of the 
Prince of Wales was also expressed, the 
feeling being that by his presence he 
would relieve the load of responsibility 
borne by the Queen during the past three 
weeks. © The Prince, directly he set foot 
in the country, became a member of the 
Council of State recently appointed by the 
King.

The Prince of Wales saw the King last 
night soon after he arrived in London. 
He reached Buckingham Palace. at 
10.25 p-m., and was immediately shown 
io the Queen’s apartments, where Her 
Majesty was awaiting him. Later he 
entered the sick room. 

The Press Association was officially in- 
formed that the King, though unaware of 
the Prince’s expected arrival, immediately 
recognised and greeted him when he 
entered the sick room soon after he had 
seen the Queen. 

The Prince of Wales left Buckingham 
Palace with the Duke and Duchess of 
York at 11.24 p.m. 

THE JOURNEY TO BOULOGNE. 

The Prince of Wales reached Boulogne 
at 6.55 p.m., although he was not experted 
to arrive before 7.40. He was aceom. 
panied by a detective from the French 
Scotland Yard, who joined the special 
train at Basle. Just before reaching Lire 
(Haute Saone) his train was slightly 
delayed by a blockage on the line. but it 
made up the time so well that the Prince 
arrived at Laon an hour before the 
scheduled time. Here he received a tele- 
gram giving the latest news of the King’s 
condition. 7 
_ While a stop of a few minutes was made 
in order to allow the engine to be changed 
and the axles of the: coaches to be tested. 
the Prince, who was wearing a grey suit, 
got out on to the platform and walked up 
and down smoking a cigarette. Special 
precautions had been.taken to keep the 
platform clear of the public. 
"The train left Laon at 4.8. 
passed through Amiens station. he 
blinds of the Prince’s carriage . were 
drown. and he did not show himself. 

On his arrival at Boulogne the Prince 
was met by M. Moreau, Sub-Prefect, who 
expressed the hopes of the French Govern- 
ment for the recovery of his father. The 
Prince decided not to embark in the 
destroyer Torch, which was waiting to 
take him to Dover, and went on board the 
ordinary Channel steamer Biarritz, which 
left for Folkestone at 7.10. 

In his dash from Brindisi, which he left 
at 12.30 on Monday, the Prince covered 
some 1,400 miles at an average speed of 
about 44 miles an hour. 


MET BY MR. BALDWIN. 

The Biarritz arrived at 8.44 p.m. at 
Folkestone, where he was met on the quay 
by Mr. Baldwin. : 

He hurried to the special train of a 
Pullman car, an ordinary carriage, and 
two vans, which was waiting with steam 
up on the quay. He did not wait for any 
o his heavy luggage to be landed from

ARRIVAL AT VICTORIA. * 

At ten o’clock, half an hour before the 
scheduled time of the Prince’s ayrival at 
Victoria, there was a crowd inside the 
station estimated at about three thousand 
people. and outside in Wilton road 
another crowd of about seven thousand.

TRAIN IN FRONT OF TIME. 

The train, which arrived in front of 
schedule time at 10.18 p.in., was not sic- 
nalled in the usual way and seemed to 
enter the platform with startling sudden- 
ness. As it reached the barrier the Duke 
of York came out of the Royal waiting 
room with Colonel Sir Malcolm Murray.

BULLETIN “NOT REASSURING”

ARRIVAL AT THE PALACE. 

The Prince of Wales arrived at 
Buckinghanr Palace at 10.25 p.m... His 
car entered the Palace Yard from Bucking- 
bam Gate and drove across the front of 
the Palace before disappearing through 
one of the archways. As the car entered 
the gate the large crowd showed their 
sympathy by a respectful silence. There 
was no cheering, but men raised their 
hats, and a few women at the front waved 
handkerchiefs. 

‘As the royal. ear left Victoria’ Station 
the huge crowd which had waited there 
began to pour along Buckingham Palace 
road to join the throng outside the Palace. 
Perhaps, the most remarkable feature of it 
all, however, was the extraordinary quiet- 
ness and orderliness of the crowd, People 
spoke in whispers and the slightest 
gesture of the police regulating the crowds 
was quickly obeyed. It almost seemed as 
if tliose in the throng were afraid that 
any noise they might make would reach 
the sick room. 


VISIT TO THE QUEEN. 


The Prince was expected to enter by the 
Privy Purse door, and all preparations 
had been made for his reception there. 
Several members of the Royal Household, 
including Sir Derek Keppel, Master of the 
Household, were awaiting him at this 
entrance. 

The entrance used, however, was the 
garden entrance, which is the most private 
entrance to the Palace, and is used ex- 
clusively by members of the Royal Family. 
Immediately the car pulled up the Prince 
got out and walked rapidly into the 
Palace. He was immediately shown to 
the Queen's apartments on the first floor, 
where his mother was awaiting him. 

By going in at the garden entrance the 
Prince carried out his previously ex- 
pressed wish that as much privacy as 
possible should be observed on his arrival.

ROM Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


QUEENSTOWN, Tuesday, 

In the opinion of persons well versed in 
marine salvage work there is “just a 
chance” of refloating the White Star 
liner. Celtic, which went - aground off 
‘Roche’s Point, at the entrance to Queens- 
town Harbour, in the early hours of yes- 
terday morning. i 

Although the German tug Seefalke. 
arrived here Jast night, no further efforts 
were made to-day to tow off the liner from 
her precarious position, and ‘it is now 
understood that the vessel may have to be 
considerably lightened of ber cargo before 
further attempts at refloating are essayed. 


ALL-NIGHT VIGIL. ., 

The weather during the past twenty- 
four hours has been most favourable, the 
wind being light from the north-west’ and 
the water smoath. . 

The Ballycotton lifeboat lay alongside 
the liner throughout’ the night in case of 
emergency, and the Dutch tug Gelezee lay 
at, anchor. but a short distance away from 
the liner. The tug returned to port this 
afternoon, and now lies at her customary 
anchoracze. h 

The salvage steamer Restorer, of the 
Liverpool and. Glasgow Salvage Associa- 
tion, arrived at Queenstown from Fal- 
mouth about four o’clock this afternoon, 
and another of this firm’s vessels, the 
Ranger, is expected to reach here to-night. 


‘BOARD OF TRADE INSPECTION. 

Commodore Bartlett dnd Mr. Clay, the 
marine and engineering superintendents 
respectively of the White Star’ Company, 
boarded the vessel this morning and con- 
ducted a ‘close examination of her 
position, the result of which was not 
disclosed. 

Later the captain of the Celtic came 
ashore and made a. deposition regarding 
the accident to his vessel. 

It is understood that a Board of Trade 
examination of the vessel was conducted 
this afternoon. 

The greatest secrecy. coneerning the 
vessel’s stranding and her position is being 
maintained by all officials. 


AN EXPERT'S OPINION. 

Viewed close up from the water to-day, 
the liner appears to have heeled slightly 
more to port. Otherwise her position 
remains unchanged. 

“In my opinion, there is just a chance 
of refloating the Celtic,’’ said a man well 
versed in marine salvage work to me to- 
day, ‘‘ but only provided that the work of 
lichtening the vessel is proceeded with 
immediately, and also that the present 
favourable weather conditions continue. 

‘‘ When I first saw the vessel at low 
tide to-duy I was afraid that she was 
going to heel over. Evidently she is 
wedged between two humps of rocks, part 
of which have, I understand, pierced her 
boiler room. The engine-toom, together 
with several other compartments, is 
flooded, and this will serve to impede the 
salvagers in their work. 


BACK MAY NOT BREAK. 

‘‘One thing in her favour, to my mind, 
is that virtually the whole length of her 
keel is resting evenly on a rocky bottom, 
and, provided this base can withstand’ ‘he 
weight imposed upon it, I think there ‘s 
very little daifger of the vessel breaking 
her back ”’ 

The Celtic is loaded with about ten 
thousand tens of cargo, mostly grain. 

Nearly 300 members of the crew, mostly 
stewards and firemen, Jeft Queenstown by 
special traih ‘at 2.15 to-day en route to 
Dablin and Liverpool. 

Heavy piles. of baggage were unloaded 
and. despatched to-day. 

It is understood that upwards of one 
hundred members of the ‘crew - remain 
aboard the vessel. 


“POUNDING HEAVILY.” 


TWENTY FEET OF WATER 
IN THE ENGINE-ROOM. 
From Our Own CorresPpoNDenNT. 

QUEENSTOWN, Later. 

Two members of the crew of the Celtic, 
who have landed from the liner, inform 
me that the vessel is pounding heavily on 
the rocks. She has developed a list of 
some ten degrees to port, and besides 
twenty feet of water in the engine-room 
has Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 5 stokeholds flooded. 

The seamen’s, firemen’s and stewards’ 
quarters amidships on the starboard side 
are damaged. 

A skeleton crew of about twenty hands 
and the captain now remain aboard the 
vessel. ; 

It is understood that an attempt to 
tow the vessel off will be made on to- 
morrow afternoon's tide. 

The removal of the cargo of the Celtic 
will be commenced early to-morrow, Even 
if the vessel can be removed from her 
present position the question of repairs 
presents some difficulty. None of the 
three dockyards in Cork Harbour is large 
enough for her accommodation, and it is 
suggested that all that could be done 
would be to beach the Celtic at White 
Bay, some three miles distant, where tem- 
porary repairs could be executed which 
would enable her transference to Glasgow.

HIS PART IN THE 
NATIONAL: LIFE. 
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The Times, in a leading article upon the 
refurn of the Prince of Wales to London, 
remarks :—By last night he had travelled 
nearly 6,500 miles by car, train and 
cruiser in little more than a fortnight. 
Short of flying, the journey to London 
from the wilds of Central Afriea could 
hardly hive been more expeditious or 
better organised, and it is an open secret 
that nothing less than the’ pressure of 
the head of the Government prevented a 
more expeditions method of transport, but 
ene which, in the:-cireumstanceés, was cer- 
tainly not to be justified. This instinctive 
haste, this prompt, unquestioning 
response to advice from a quarter which 
he respects are both entirely characteristic 
of the Prince. of Wales, and since he is 
bouúd “in the immediate future to take 
a larger part in the national life than 
ever yet has been required of him, it is: 
well that they should be emphasised 
to-day. 

There are certain aspects, no doubt, 


from which the Prince is already better: 


known to-his countrymen than any: pre- 
vious heir to the Throne. He has moved 
among them from boyhood on terms of 
¢asy friendship, has shared their 
interests, their amusements, their gene- 
rous causes in peace, their dangers, 
and their’ sorrows in the years of 
the war. --He is a familiar and 
highly popular figure throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. But those 
who have known him only as the diffident 
boy, the gallant young soldier, the hard- 
riding, pleasure-loving Prince, have seen 
no more than the first sketch of the 
picture. It ‘is the fashion, perhaps,.. to 
regard him as a modern version of Prince 
Hal, who must some day renounce his 
youthful companions and moderate. his 
light-hearted impatience; but there 15 
something more serious in the picture than 
that superficial view might detect. A truer 
comparison, moving farther down the 
pages of history, marks the common re- 
currence of family features in alternate 
generations and sees a singular resemblance 
to the consistent outlook on life which 
was, in fact, held by King Edward, his 
namesake. and grandfather. Like his 
grandfather, the Prince of Wales is a 
student of living people rather than of 
the written word. A keen interest in 
different types of manhood, and oppor- 
tunities for meeting them immeéasurably 
greater than those of other men of his 
vears, have supplied the place of the text- 
books of political theory. It is certain, 
at all events, that he has long realised in 
every detail, and will always observe with 
absolute fidelity. the duties and the limita- 
tions of his position. 

It may also be predicted with confidence 
that, surveying in advance these duties 
and these limitations, he will not content 
himself entirely with them, but will seek 
such openings as are legitimately his.. to 
play some individual réle in affairs. «Nor 
is -it altcgether unlikely that King 
FEdward’s long and useful influence in 
Furope—acquired while he was Prince of 
Wales. and distinguishing all his sub- 
sequent reign—first suggested to his grand- 
son the wisdom of cultivating friendship 
and knowledge betimes in another field. 
In any case, it is not without significance 
at this moment that the main experience. 
and presumably the personal interest of 
the. Heir-Apparent. should Jie in .the 
English-speaking world of the British 
Dominions and the United States. He 
returns at a time when the firm hold of 
the Roval House on the affections of ‘the 
whole Empire; immensely. strengthened as 
it has heen by King George’s deep devo- 
tion to duty, has been more signally dis- 


played than at any previous period in our: 
| history. i 


In helping the King he can hest 
help also to. bnild for ‘himself .hereaiter 
the same sure and permanent place in th- 
heart of the British people.

MESSAGE FROM LEAGUE 
‘ COUNCIL, 
From THE SPECIAIL CORRESPONDENT: OF 
“Tue Times.’’ 
LUGANO, Tuesday- 

The Council of the League of* Nations 
held two secret sessions to-day on receipt 
of the news of the frontier incident 
between Paraguay and Bolivia, both 
members of-the League. At the first, held 
at the conclusion of the morning s session 
of the Council, an exchange of views took 
place on the basis of the telegrams pub- 
lished in the Press. The second meeting 
took place in the afternoon, when a tele- 
gram was drawn. up to be sent by: the 
Council to the Bolivian and Paraguayan 
Governments” This is as follows :— 

“In my capacity as Acting President of 
the Council, I have the honour to transmit 
to you the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted by the Council ef 
the League of Nations at to-day’s meet- 
ing :— 

“ “The. Council of the League of 
Nations, meeting at Lugano for its 53rd 
session, expresses its full conviction. that 
the incidents which have occurred between 
two members of the League of Nations 
will not become serious. It does not 
doubt that the two States which, by sign- 
ing the Covenant, have solemnly pledged 
themselves to seck by pacific means the 
solution of disputes arising between them, 
will have recourse to such methods as 
would be in conformity with their inter- 
national obligations, ani would appear in 
the actual circumstances to be the most 
likelv to ensure, together with the main- 
tenance of peace, the settlement of their 
disputes.’

GOLD AND DIAMONDS 
BY AIR. 


NEW AFRICAN SERVICE. 

A provisional agreement has been 
reached between Imperial Airways and 
Cobham-Blackburn Air Lines for the 
operation of a trans-African air service, 
to connect at Caito ‘with the London-India 
air service, which is to be opened in the 
New Year. 

The air route throngh Africa was first 
planned by Sir Pierre van Rhyneveld, 
who in 1920 flew from London to Sonth 
Africa, and it has since been prganised, 
there now being a chain of first-class aero- 
dromes through the heart of the Continent, 
from Cairo‘to the Cape. 

The commercial possibilities of. the 
scheme are most promising.. £14,000,000 
worth of gold alone is sent from Africa 
to Britain every year, and, as the interest 
on £1,000,000 worth amoiints to £150 per 
day, the saving in’ time in transit will 
more than pay for thé extra cost of air 
transport. The promoters already have 
been promised that at least one ton of 
gold a week, in addition to large quanti- 
ties of diamonds, will be sent by air as 
soon as the service is established. 

It is proposed to use big all-metal 
fiying boats on the section from Cairo to 
Kisumu, -landing on the’ Nile and -the 
great lakes, and continuing from Kisumu 
onwards to the Cape with big triple-screw 
land ‘planes.

The new Irish coinage will be put into 
eneral cireulation to-day by the various 
anks in the Free State. 

Sonvenir sets in special cases have been 
available for the past ten days at a sub- 

stantial. advance on their actual. value, 
but it is said that the demand for these 
sets has not been as large as was expected. 

A certain amount of confusion probably 
will exist until the present coinage is 
wholly replaced by the new ‘tokens. In 
this connection it is authoritatively stated 
that, notwithstanding ramours to the 

contrary, no difficulty is apprehended in 
connection with the return of the present 
coins to the Bank of England: Probably 
this will be done through the Currency 
Commission. 


DIFFERENCE IN WEIGHT. 

The new nickel coins—the sixpence and 
the threepenny piece—will cause the most 
difficulty to banks and other institutions 
handling large quantities of. small 
currency. 

Hitherto the banks have been . accus- 
tomed to check packages of these coins by 
weight instead of by actual counting, but 
the nickel sixpence is very much heavier 
than. the present silver coin. In fact, 
nickel sixpences to the value of £2 5s. are 
equal in weight to £5 worth of the silver 
sixpences. 

Persons making up packages of coins for 
lodgment in banks probably will be asked 
in future to sort them out and place the 
old and new coins in separate, packages. 


SLOT METERS UNAFFECTED. 

Holders of slot cas meters in the Free 
State will be relieved to learn that the new 
coins will fit the meters and operate the 
mechanisin, 

An Jrísh Times representative was in- 
formed by the Alliance and: Dublin: Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company that the coins had 
been tested, anid worked the meters quite 
satisfactorily. The Gae Company got into 
touch with the Currency Commission many 
months ago on the matter, and were 
assured by the Commission that all those 
matters had been taken into consideration. 

There are over 60,000 penny-in-the-slot 
meters and about 500 shilling-in-the- 
slot meters in use in the Dublin area, and 
if the new coins did not fit the meters the 
cost of altering the mechanism would be 
very heavy. In addition, there are many 
thousands of users of these meters in the 
ae cities and towns throughout the Free 
state. 


CUTTING SENATORS’ 
SALARIES. 


MOTION TO-DAY IN SECOND 
CHAMBER. .

To-day the. Free State Senate will be 
called upon to elect a new Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman, “and advantage will be 
taken of the occasion to test the feeling 
of the House on the private bill recently 
introduced in the Dail to reduce the allow- 
ances of Senators from £360 to £200 a 
vear, . 

With a view of eliciting the Senate's 
attitude towards this proposal Mr. Andrew 
Jameson has tabled the following motion : 
“That. the question of a revision of the 
remuneration of the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman be referred to a Committee, con- 
sisting of the following seven Senators:

There is likely to be a tood deal of dis- 
cussion on the motion. Several Senator's, 
not unnaturally, perhaps, are hostile to 
any reduction in their yearly allowances ; 
but, apart from those, there are Senators 
who, caring nothing as to the amount cf 
their vearly allowanges, are vet resentful 
that the proposal for a reduction does not 
include within its scope members -of Dail 
Eireann, the Chamber from which the pro- 
posal actually emanates. 

It will occasion no surprise if, as an 
amendment. to Mr. Jameson's motion, the 
Senate to-day decides to request the Dail’s 
agreement to the formation of a Joint 
Committee to review the allowances paid 
to the members of both Houses. An in- 
teresting discussion is likely in any case. 

For the Chairmanship of the House 
Mr. Westropp-Bennett. continues to be a 
strongly fancied. candidate, and it is 
generally’ expected that Mr. J. T. 
O'Farrell (Labour) will obtain the Vice- 
Chairmanship. 

It is anticipated that the Chamber will 
hold at least two sittings this week. Most 
of the nineteen new members had snb- 
scribed to the oath of allegiance to the 
King last evening.

BERLIN INJUNCTION 
QUASHED.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The injunctions granted some weeks ago 
by a Prussian Court to some Russian 
appellants forbidding the firm ‘of Lepke 
to sell by auction on behalf of the Soviet 
Government pictures and objets. «d’art 
seized from the appellants’ mansions were 
to-day quashed by the Higher Court. 

To-day’s judgment ruled that by the 
Soviet Nationalisation Decree of Novent- 
ber, 1920, all mobile property belonging 
to Russian subjects who had fled the 
country became. State. property, and that 
Russian law was binding in German 
courts. An order was made that the 
articles involved be returned to Messrs. 
Lepke or to the purchasers. 

Meanwhile the emigrés have appealed 
to the Supreme Prussian Court against 
the decision. It is not vet certain whether 
the appeal will be allowed. The articles 
in dispute are, so far as they are still 
within. reach, keing retained by the 
Court.

The Proyost said that they were invited 
there to assist in celebrating the anniver- 
sary of.the birth of one of their greatest 
men—a man who belonged not only to 
that College, but to Ireland; and not 
alone to Ireland, but to the whole modern 
political world. 

It was the singular good fortune ol 
their College that, of all the famous men 
whom Ireland produced in the eighteenth 
century, the greater number of those, and 
the most famous, went forth from their 
doors. Swift, Congreve, Berkeley, Golcd- 
smith, Grattan, were all great names, but 
the greatest.of all, he thought—certainly 
the name that had exercised, and still 
continued to exercise, the createst in- 
fluence throughout the world—was the 
name of Edmund Burke. (Applause.) 

That Colleze was justly proud of the men 
he had named, and of none more proud 
than of Burke; and they should be un- 
grateful if they were ito let the two- 
hundredth anniversary of his birth to go 
by without holding some fitting celebra- 
tion. They thought that the best thing 
they could do to. pay a fribute to his 
memory would be to find someone who 
would come there and speak to a gather- 
ing like that and appraise Burke's genius. 


“THE RIGHT MAN.” 

It was not entirely easy to find the 
right man; One might have asked some 
celebrated literary critic to come there 
and speak of Burke, the great prose 
writer. They might have asked some 
theorist in politics, some sociologist to 
come and expound to them Burke's char- 
acteristic doctrines. Burke was a very 
great writer—one of the greatest masters 
of English prose. He was also a great 
| political thinker, but more than either of 
those things he was a practical politician, 
a man who spent his life in the arena, 
fighting one case after another; and, 
therefore, it seemed to them more fitting 
to invite someone who himself had been 
tempered in the waters of party. strife, 
who knew the parliament in which Burke 
fought his battles. 

They were fortunate enough to find the 
combination of gifts and experience in the 
celebrated man who was there that day— 
Lord Birkenhead. (Applause.) He, like 
Edmund Burke, had heen ‘trained in the 
law. He was a practised and skiliul 
writer and author of a standard work on 
international law and many works on 
legal history ; but, as they knew, his life 
had “been ‘given rather to the field of 
practical polities. of party life. He need 
not tell them of his reputation as the first 
parliamentary orator of the day. or 
remind them that he was a leader of the 
greatest political party of the day, or re- 
mind them. that he had held high offices 
of State—among them he might mention. 
until lately, the Secretaryship of State 
for India, He was thus peculiarly 
acquainted with one of the fields in which 
Edmund Burke spent his greatest efforts. 


FREE FROM IRISH PREJUDICES. 

He did not think that it was any draw- 
back to their choice that Lord Birkenhexd 
was neither an Trishman, nor, until that 
morning, a graduate of that University. 
Some people reproached the Irish with 
being tco ready to przise one another and 
to praise all things Irish. Some people 
held the opposite theory. Dr. Johnson 


praising one another, added that the Irish 
were a fair people, and that they were 
never heard praising one another. 
(Laughter. ) 

Whether they praised one another ex- 
cessively or abused ohe another, they were 
not easily’ impartial about. a fellow- 
countryman. Now, when it was Burke 
who was being praised—Burke was him- 
self entirely free from the reproach of 
provincialism, a man with an international 
mind—he ought to be tried by the inter- 
national standard, and, therejore, it was 
well that one who, like Lord Birkenhead, 
was free frum the partialities and the pre- 
judices of. his fellow-countrymen, ‘should 
speak of him.

Birkenhead, who was received with loud 
and Jong-sustained applause. 


LORD BIRKENHEAD’S 


ADDRESS. 
A WORTHY SON OF A 
GREAT UNIVERSITY. 

Tord Birkenhead said that the Provost 
had stated that there was no unsuitability 
in asking an Englishman to deliver an 
address on that occasion dealing with the 
career and the genius of Edmund Burke. 
To him as an Englishman it was a source 
of the greatest possible pride that he 
should have been asked to discharge that 
task. He had always revered that ancient 
university. its achievements and its tradi- 
tions. He had always neted with the 
pride which was proper to those who had 
been nurtured in other seats of learning, 
how a body, inferior in numbers to the 
creat whiversities—with whom, neverthe- 
less, it had in achievement and in 
scholastic distinction never failed to keep 

ace—had maintained its high reputation 
in the world of letters. 

In addition to those named by the 
Provost he recalled the names of Tyrrel, 
the Latin scholar; Mahaffy, the incom- 
parable: historian’ of fhe sofial life of 
Greece ; of Salman, equally distinguished 
as a mathematician and a theologian. . Tf 
they took the world óf modern politics 
they would find contributory. to this-great 
stream men who had chosen diverse paits, 
but whose careers had, nevertheless, heen 
marked by two. common. .traits—first) a 
vivid attention to the tasks, whether 
forensic or politica], which they had taken 
in hands; secondly, awlevotion trom which 
they never weakened to the great univer- 
sity from which they went forth into the 
public service.

career; in the second place, selected eight 
or nine passages which in his jadgment 
were most characteristic of Burke's 
political philosophy; and, in the third 
place, attempted a few general and 
critical observations on Burke s career and 
his achievement 

Many of the incidents of Burke’s life 
were obscure. Jt was certainly true that 
no public man of modern times. lived a 
more private and, in some ways, a more 
mysterious existence. His very  birth- 
place and the date of his birth were sub- 
jects of controversy until recent times. 
To-day it was generally, though not quite 
certainly, agreed that he was born in 
Dublin on January 12th, 1729. His 
father was Richard Burke, an attorney 
and a Lrotestant, practising in Dublin. 
His mother had been a Miss Nagle, and 
was a Roman Catholic. They knew also 
that Burke had an elder brother, and a 
younger one, who were, like himself, 
hrought up as Protestants, while his 
sister followed his mother’s faith. 

At the age of twelve Burke was sent to 
a school at Ballitore; County Kildare, con- 
ducted by a Quaker Englishman named 
Abraham Shackleton. Two years later he 
entered Trinity College, where he remained 
lor five years. During most of that period 
he had. as a fellow undergraduate, Oliver 
Goldsmith, but there was no record of any 
close acqilaintance between the two. It 
had sometimes been said that Burke was 
an indifferent scholar, but the charze 
seemed unjustified. Certainly he was not 
the sort of youth to win high academic 
distinction. His reading was too ceneral 
and too little specialised for the standards 
wt those days, yet his academic record was 
a good one. 


A GOOD CLASSICAL SCHOLAR. 

After three years he won a Scholarship, 
and in 1748, at the age of nineteen. he 
graduated. He had become a competent 
classical scholar, able to quote ex tempore 
Homer, Pindar and Aristotle, as well as 
Tacitus, and the principal Latin poets. 
Moreover, as his style in more than one 
respect would suggest, he made a special 
study of Cicero. That was no mean equip- 
ment for a boy, and ntterly disposed of 
the legend that Burke was a soniewhat un- 
gifted student. 

After taking lis decree in 1750 he went 
to London, where he had been entered as 
student in the Middle Temple three years 
before. Thev knew almost as little of his 
activities during the next seven years as 
they did of his life and activities previous 
to that. It was certain that he travelled 
considerably with one William Burke, whe 
might, or might not, have been a distant 
relation. Together they travelled in Eng- 
land and Wales, and probably in France. 

That his circumstances were extremely 
straitened was certain: for in 1755 his 
father, disgusted at his indifference to the 
law, withdrew his annual allowance of 
£100, and for some time Burke had to 
support himself. He had begun fe 
practise literature, but it seemed unlikely 
that his early efforts were very richly 
remunerative, 


SATIRE THAT MISSED FIRE. 

In 1786, however, he wrote two works of 
very great importance. The first was his 
“Vindication of Natural Society,” a 
satirical parody on Bolingbroke, the 
satirical side of which was so successfully 
masked that more than ninety per cent. 
of the enltivated readers never discerned 
that quality in the work at all. The other 
was the “Philosophical Inquiry into the 
Origin of our Ideas on the Sublime and 
the Beautiful.” His father, impressed 
by this work, apparently took the view 
that his son might be more suited to 
philosophical speculation of this kind, and 
sent him £100 as a mark of appreciation. 

At that time Burke's health was not 
too robust. He was invited to lodge with 
a Dr. Nugent, with whom he formed a 
close acquaintance and whose daughter he 
married. She was Catholic, but took 
her husband's religion at marriage. He 
sought, in order to support his young 
married estate, an appointment as Consul 
in Madrid, but that application was not 
successiul. About that time he contracted 
with Dodsley to write <:nd edit the 
“ Annual Register,” for which he received 
£100 a year. 

POLITICAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


Another decisive step in his career was 
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his introduction to William Gerrard 
Hamilten—known as “One Speech Hamil- 
ton,” whom Burke accompanied to Ireland 
as private secretary when he was 
apvointed to the Irish Administration in 
1761. On their return to England a year 
later Hamilton secured for his secretary 
an annual pension of £300 a year, but, as 
the price, he demanded the greater portion 
of Burke’s time and energy, and the con- 
nection lapsed and with it the pension. At 
that time Burke became acquainted with 
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- In 1765 he became private secretary to 
Lord Rockingham, the Prime Minister. 
This introduction greatly improved his 
circumstances, though the direct cause of 
bis comparative wealth had never been 
clear. His brother left him by will a 
small estate, and Lord Rockingham ad- 
vanced him considerable sums to procure 
bis return to Parliament for the Pocket 
Borough of Wendover. Never again had 
he to face penury, though to the end of 
his life be remained in debt. So far as 
anvone was able to discover, he never had 
any settlement at any period of his life ; 
but he undoubtedly had a power of 
borrowing which had never been greatly 
exceeded. Never at any moment was he 
entirely free from financial embarrass- 
ment. 
AGENT FOR NEW YORK PROVINCE. 
The Rockingham Ministry fell after a 
vear. Burke celebrated, ot apologised for 
it. in a short history of a short Ad- 
ministration. and paid a visit to Ireland, 
when the town of Galway conferred its 
freedom on him. Returning to England, 
he ‘received an offer from Pitt which 
marked a definite advance in the political 
valuation which was formed of his 
capacity. Pitt offered him office in the 
Government which was then in process of 
formation. Burke chose intelligibly and 
loyally to follow his defeated leader, and 
it was at this period that they first 
realised that he was accounted by every- 
one to be a prominent member of the 
Opposition. He wrote his “ Obserfations 
on a Inte Publication on the Present, State 
of the Nation ” in reply to Grenville, and 
his “* Th ugnts on tne Clauses of the Pre- 
sent Discontents." 
At the same. time he became a pro-

FOR CATHOLIC EMANGIPATION. 

In 1774 he was displaced from the 
Parliamentary representation of Wen- 
dover, and was returned for the great 
commercial city of Bristol. He devoted 
himself to attacking the méthods of the 
Government and presenting the case for 
the American Colonies, and opposing the 
continuance of the war with then. His 
stand for Catholic emancipation and for 
the rights cf the Irish merchants oftended 
his constituents at Bristol], and Lord 
Rockingham found him a seat at Malton. 

With Fox he was largely responsible for 
Lord North’s overthrow and for the return 
of Lord Rockingham to office, and was 
rewarded with the appointment as Pay- 
master of the Forces. The integrity and 
independence of his nature were evidenced 
by the reforms which he introduced into 
that post. He removed the profitable 
custody of the public money from its 
grasp and instituted a fixed salary for the 
office of £4,000 a year. The death of 

tockingham and the resignation of Fox 
led to his own retiremént. 
HIS INDIAN POLICY. 

Soon. however, he became Paymaster of 
the Forces again in the Coa}ition Govern- 
ment of Lord North and Fox, but this 
Government fell in a few months. As a 
consequence of the King’s opposition to 
Purke’s proposals for the Government of 
India. he was once again excluded from 
office. and in 1784 he became Lord Rector 
of Glasgow University. 

In Parliament he continued his attack 
on the abuses of the Administration of 
India. He led the impeachment against 
V'arren Hastings and the attack against 
him at the trial, which began in February, 
1778. Concurrently with these attacks on 
Hastings and his support of the abolition 
of the slave trade, he broke with Fox, 
Sheridan and North and with his own 
political friends over the French Revolu- 
tion: but no man balanced against a 
breach so hurtful the fame and honour 
that were brought to him in Europe by 
his “ Reflections on the French Revolu- 
tion.” and not the least of the honours 
which came to him on that occasion— 
certainly not the least dear to his heart— 
was that of the degree of Doctor of Laws 
of Dublin Unuiversity. (Applause. ) 

Soon the breach with his party was te 
plete. The horrors and the degradation 0 
the French Revolution obsessed him. His 
advice was solicited by the refugees as it had 
been by the Irish Roman Catholics who knew 
as a foremost advocate of toleration at 
He was now a man out of 
office, but had an immense influence in 
Parliament. He never had a party, but 
depended at every moment of his career upon 
his own individual dynamic force. 

PARLIAMENTARY CAREER ENDS. 

With the close of the long-drawn out pro- 
ceedings against Warren Hastings in the 
summer of 1794, Burke ended his long 
Parliamentary career. It was the purpose of 
the King to invest him with thie title of 
Lord Beaconsfield--at a later period this was 
conferred on another singularly brilliant 
personality—but the death of hig son dis- 
interested him in any such ceremonial 
promotion. When the King granted him a 
pension of £1,200 a year and a further 
pension of £2,500 he sold the first tu pay 
his immediate debts. His pension was 
attacked by the Duke of Bedford, who him- 
self had not been unprovided for by the 
House of Lords, and, reviving his old fire, 
Burke replied to him with the well-known 
“Letter to a Noble Lord.” | 

Then Burke turned to administer his 
estate of Beaconsfield, his plans for educating 
the children of the French refugees, and the 
writing of his letters. He died on the 9th 
July, 1797, at the age of 68, heart-broken 
and in pain. 

Lord Birkenhead then proceeded to read 
some passages from Burke’s works, which, 
he said, seemed to him to be in the highest 
degree expressive and illustrative of the poli-

BURKE’S BRILLIANT CIROLE 

The charm of his personality was 
universally recognised by that “brilliant 
society in which he moved, No more 
illustrious figure moved in that most 
illustrious literary club, in which met Burke, 
Johnson, Goldsmith, Reynolds, Boswell, and 
others of distinction. 

It was, and ought to be, a great E to 
Trinity College to recall that in this brilliant 
circle two—as posterity had decided—of the 
most brilliant men were almost precisely 
contemporaries of that University. Even if 
no records existed to establish any degree of 
contemporary friendships in his boyhood life; 
it was, at least, satisfactory to recall that on 
one occasion, at least, Goldsmith himself—not 
the most provident, but almost the most 
generous of men—was willing. to add himself 
in no inconsiderable degree to the creditors 
of Edmund Burke. The greatest creditoy of 
all, in the character of an illustrious man, 
was his greatest friend, Lord Rockingham; to 
whom he had given so much advice as to the 
responsibility of his etation. He also gave 
him a considerable number of bonds. The 
letters and the advice that he had given had 
been. published, and the bonds, which were 
for what im those days was an enormous 
sum of mouvey, were forgiven and torn up.

In conclusion, Lord Birkenhead said that 
he counted himself fortunate in being pre- 
sent to pay the tribute of an Englishman, 
and to express the deliberate opinion that of 
all the great political intelligences which had 
enriched the history and the cultivation of 
those islands that of Burke must indisput- 
ably be placed amongst the first three—pro- 
bably amongst the first two. The names of 
Milton, Bacon and Burke would long be ac- 
claimed as associated with intelligence of an 
order so shining that hardly one. perhaps 
two centuries, should afford their like. High 
in the class of Irishmen whom Ireland, her- 
self a parent nation, had contributed to the 
roll and the greatness, not only of Ireland, 
but of that wider association of. nations— 
high in that class must be placed the in- 
comparable name and the deathless reputa-

SOME REFORM PROPOSALS. 


In the House of Lords, the Earl of Claren- 
don moved a resolution suggesting that early 
steps should be taken to limit the number of 
members of the House, and reconstitute it, 
He proposed’that the new House should con- 


“gist (a) of 150 peets, to be elected by pro- 


portional representation or the cumulative 
vote in each Parliament, by the whole body 
of peers, to sit and vote in the House; (b) 
150 persons to be nontinated by the Crown 
in proportion to the parties in the House of 
Commons in eath Parliament, to sit for the 
ber of life peers. in each Parliament 
appointed by the Crown. 

He explained that he did not desire to 
embarrass the Government on the eve of a 
general election, but it was quite time that 
the reform of the House of Lords was made 
a live issue. There was little likelihood of 
any scheme of reform being adopted unless 
their lordships were prepared to make sacri- 
fices, and he appealed to them to put 
patriotism before privilege. Times had 
@banged, and, as things were, the Labour 
Party "were not adequately represented in 
that House. 

Lord Buckmaster admitted that the possible 
advent of the Labour Party to power filled 
him with more curiosity than alarm. But it 
was well to consider that if the Labour Party 
came into power with that House unre- 
generated and unreformed, there was the 
danger of a violent collision, in which a power- 
ful, if not irresistible, force would meet an 
immovable body. The result of that, as 
physicists told them, would be to generate 
infinite heat, and in that heat would be con- 
sumed many of the things they all held dear. 
He, however, warned them that any reform 
proposal which had as its object the defeat 
of the Parliament Act was doomed to failure. 
Perhaps, it was late in the day to talk of re- 
form, but he appealed to the Government to 
make some provision which would enable a 
Labour Government, if returned, to function. 

Lord Parmoor said that the Labour Party 
would only favour a Second Chamber which 
would be an efiective barrier against reac- 
tionary legislation with a Conservative 
majority in the other House. 

The Lord Chancellor welcomed the discus- 
sion, and said that they might congratulate 
themselves that peers, without coercion from 
outside, were willing to give up their 
hereditary privileges. But he was bound to 
point out that the Government were unable 
to accept the resolution. It did not seem to 
them to deal with the problem in the right 
way. In making a great constitutional 
change of this sort, it was essential to secure 
4 measure of general agreement. Concerning 
Lord Parmoor’s speech, he could not help re- 
gurding it as a rather cheap attempt to 
make party capital. 

The Earl of Midleton asked how long they 
were to wait for a measure of agreement. 

On the motion of the Marquis of Reading, 
the debate was adjourned until Thursday.

Witness told 
him the object of his visit, and informed him 
that he was about to place him under arrest 
on a charge of professing to tell fortunes by 
means of palmistry on recent dates. Wit- 
ness added that there were other charges in 
connection with the obtaining of 10s. by 
false pretences. When cautioned the accused 
man replied: '' It is erroneous.”’ 

Witness accompanied defendant to a bed- 
room, where, in a suit case, he found several 
bottles, a prescription book, an address book, 
and a brass plate bearing the name, “ Dr, 
Mahara.’’ Also there were found a box con- 
taining pills labelled “ Chloride pellets,” a 
bottle of tabloids, and other medicinal in- 
gredients. At the police station the defend- 
ant made a statement denying fortune.telling, 
and declaring that- he had not the drugs in 
his Possession for noxious purposes. Accused 
man made a statement that he held the 
degree of M.D. of Harvard College, U.S.A.

FREE STATE COINS FOR 
LORD DARESBURY, 


-“ 


FROM Oun AGRICULTUKar. CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The Smithfield Club at their annual meeting 
m the Agricultural Hall, Istington, to-day 
adopted a report suggesting that represen- 
tations be made to the Minisury of Agriculture 
and Fisheries and the Board of Agriculture 
for Scotland in favour of the application to 
Great Britain of a scheme for licensing bulls 
on lines similar to those in operation in 
Ireland. 

Satisfaction was expressed with the con- 
cession of cheap fares for those attending 
the show, which the railway compames had 
granted on a guarantee, that at least 200 
members and exhibits travelled by rail to 
the show. The membership now totals 1,493 
and 82 new members were elected to-day, 
while the balance to credit stands at £4,476. 

THE SALES. 

At the auction sales held at Smithfield 
Show Mr. Alex Reid’s three-quarte:-bred 
Angus steer, which carried off the supreme 
championship here and at Edinburgh, was 
sold for £220, a ' record ” price, to Mr. 
Frank Godfrey, Stoke Newington, London. 
This works out at £14 13s. 4d. per ewt. live- 
weight. Only a few beasts made less than 
60s. per cwt. live-weight, the majority ranging 
from this figure to 80s. 

At a dinner in the Trocadero Restaurant. 
when 150 representatives of every breed of 
live-stock in the British Isles were present, 
Lord Daresbury presided. 

IRELAND’S FREEDOM FROM DISEASE. 

Mr. E. Bohane, Director of the Royal 
Dublin Society, proposed the toast of the 
breed societies, and took the opportunity of 
referring to the unfortunate remark of 
General Sir Michael Rimington regarding 
Irish cattle, and to the fact, that his chal- 
lenge had not been taken up by Sir Michael. 

The company showed their sympathetic in- 
terest in Ireland by loudly applauding Mr. 
Bohane’s references, and also his statement 
that the Department of Agriculture in Dublin 
and the Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
were making every effort to maintain a 
clean bill of health among Irish cattle, and 
to grade up their stock in every way free 
from foot-and-mouth disease. y : 

“Why,” asked Mr. Bohane, “ should we be 
such fools as to spoil our best market by 
hiding outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease if 
it could be proved to exist in the country?’ 

PRESENTATION TO THE CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. Bohane then presented Lord Danesbury 
with a complete set of the new Irish Free 
State coinage, because, he said, they claimed 
him as an Irishman by adoption. - 

Lord Daresbury expressed his appreciation 
of the gift, which was much admired, 
especially the beautiful execution of the 
animals depicted on the coins.

BOARD OF WORKS LOANS. 

A meeting of the County Committee of 
Agriculture was held yesterday In the Council 
Chamber of the Dublin County Council, 
Parnell square, Dublin, Mr. P. Belton pre- 
siding. i 

It was decided to send representatives of 
the staff to the eighth annual meeting of the 
Irish Dairy Shorthorn Broeders’ Association, 
to be held in Thurles on Wednesday, 
January 2. 
A communication from Government Build- 
ings was read stating that the Royal Dublin 
Society have agreed to include in their forth. 
coming show and sale of bulls for 1929 a class 
of non-pedigree shorthorn bulls. The bulls 
are to be of the shorthorn type, calved on or 
alter Ist September, 1927, not eligible for 
entre in Coates’ Herd Boik, Bulls entered in 
this class must be the progeny of gear 
shorthorn bulls or registered dairy bulls a 
hy the Department or Ministry as eligible 
for premiums in their cattle-breeding schemes, 
and of cows entered on the shorthorn section 
of the Department’s or Ministry’s register of 
dairy cattle. 
A letter from Messrs. Craig Gardner was 
read, in which they write on behalf of certain 
clients who as contractors in the Board olf 
Works are interested along with the members 
of the County Committee of Agriculture tn 
the discontinuance of the Board of Works 
loans for agricultural purposes. For these 
clievts they make an urgent appeal to the 
Committee to move in the matter of the pro- 
posed discontinuance of these loans as at 
3lst March, 1929. The loans have been of 
immense benefit to farmers, and have been 
largely taken by them, and their discontinuance 
musi prove a serious loss. The suggestion of the 
Rxecutive Council is that the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation should to some extent take 
over the duties of the Board of Works in so 
far as the loans are concerned. The present 
system of inspection would be dis- 
continued. It is suggested that every 
County Committee in the country should send 
a deputation to the Executive Committee 
appealing to them to continue to issue 
through the Board of Works the class of Joan 
hitherto handled by this most efficient and 
experienced Department. 
A resolution passed at a recent meeting of 
the County Wexford County Committee of 
Agriculture was read urging, the, Seperee 
of Agriculture to promote legislation by which 
it will be imperative to sellers of bacon to 
have it Jabelled with the country of origin in 
in the same manner as applies to the sale of 
margarine.

MARROWBONE LANE AND 


CABRA SCHEMES, 


AN OBJECTION AT THE 
OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 


Mr. Eamon O’Maille, B.E., Local Govern- 
ment Inspector, held an inquiry in the City 
Hall, Dublin, yesterday, into an application 
by the Dublin City Commissioners for a 
loan of £450,874 for the purpose of erecting 
working-class houses under the Housing of 
the Working Classes (Ireland) Acts. 

Mr. Ignatius J. Rice, Law Agent, ap- 
peared tor the applicants, and there were 
present:——Dr. W. C. Dwyer (City Commis- 
sioner), Mr. J. Sherwin (Secretary to the 
Housing Scheme), Mr. Herace T. O'Rourke 
(City Architect), Mr. C. Moynihan (City 
Engineer), Mr. 1. J. O'Neill (Deputy Town 
Clerk), and Mr. P. J. Dillon (Housing Super- 
intendent). 

Mr. W. J. Larkin represented the Dublin 
Tenants’ Association. 

Mr. T. J. O'Neill, deputy for the Town 
Clerk, was the first witness. He said that 
in the Cabra area it was proposed to erect 
696 houses—157 five roomed and 539 four- 
roomed. The total cost was estimated at 
£354,350, less grants £53,820, leaving the 
net amount £295,530. The area of the 
scheme was 42 acres 2 roods and 35 perches, 
or 17.4 houses to the acre. 

In the Marrowbone lane housing area it 
was proposed to erect 244 houses—all ‘four- 
roomed—the estimated cost of which was 
£118,280, less grants at £80 per house, leav- 
ing the net estimated cost at £98,760. 

The number of working-class houses erected 
under former schemes to March 31, 1928, 
was 4,913. The annual outgoings for the 
year to March 31, 1928, on the 4,915 houses 
were £160,268. The amount of rents received 
was £121,269. The amount received from 
Irish Housing Fund was £2,612, making a 
total of £123,881, leaving a deficit of £36,387, 
or a deficit of £7 8s. 2d. per house. 

Mr. Moynihan, Borough Surveyor, gave 
details with regard to the several’ schemes, 
which, he said, would take up a total area 
of 46a. 2r. 19p. 

Mr. H. T. O'Rourke, City Architect, 
described the manner in which it was pro- 
posed to construct the houses, which would 
be provided with electric light and water 
power. There was to be a slight alteration 
in the design of the houses, so as to relieve 
the monotony. 

In answer to questions by Mr. W. J. 
Larkin, the witness said that the Housing 
Section of the Corporation was making con- 
tinual investigations as to whether the pro- 
portion of imported material could be reduced 
in the building of these dwellings, and were 
keenly aware of the necessity of using Irish 
manufactures. The proportion of cost of 
imported materials had been computed to be 
83 per cent., leaving only 17 per cent. for 
native material. The controlling factor in 
the use of native materials was the resultant 
effect upon the economic stability of the 
housing problem. 

Mr. W. J. Larkin stated that the Tenants’ 
Association, which he represented, objected 
to the loan being sanctioned because the 
scheme was not one for the relief of conges- 
tion in the slums. Until a scheme was pro- 
ceeded with for the complete removal of the 
slums and by arrangement of loans, as under 
the Labourers Act of 1883, housing of any 
other type was hopelessly inadequate to cope 
with the slum problem. The Tenants’ Asso- 
ciation asked that all schemes be withdrawn 
to give place to a general scheme having for 
its object the relief of congestion in the slum 
areas of Dublin. 

Mr. Rice, cross-examining Mr. Larkin on 
a document which had been handed to the 
Inspector, and which purported to come from 
the Dublin Tenants’ Association, asked that 
the minutes of the meeting at which it was 
drawn up should be produced. 

The witness said that the document was 
drawn up by three or four members of the 
organisation. He refused to give the names 
of these members. 

In the course of his further examination 
Mr. Larkin referred to Corporation officials 
as ‘‘political dupes,” and refused to with- 
draw the expression when asked by Mr. Rice 
to do sb. He also called Mr. Rite ' a con. 
temptible cad.” 

The inquiry concluded.

NATIONAL UNION OF 
MEN SUED. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The Irish Telephone (New System) Com- 
pany, Limited, having their registered office 
at 62 Robertson street, Glasgow, and their 
office in Ireland at 42 Dame street, Dublin, 
sued the National Union of Railwaymen to 
recover £19 4s., which it was sworn was due 
for telephone service supplied by the plain- 
tiffs to the offices of the defendants in Parnell 
square, Dublin, from the year 1923 to the 
date on which the service was terminated by 
the defendants. 

Mr. C. D. Waters, Irish Secretary to the 
defendants, gave evidence to show that the 
service was unsatisfactory from time to time, 
and that he had made frequent complaints 
to the company’s manager about it. Finally, 
in October, 1927, the defendants cancelled the 
contract owing to the alleged breach of it by 
the plaintiffs in neglecting to give an efficient 
service. 

The Judge said that it appeared to him 
that the true construction of the agreement 
was that if the installation was not kept in 
proper working order the defendants remedy 
was to sue the plaintiffs for breach of con 
tract. and that the defendants had no right 
to cancel the contract as they had done. He 
gave a decree to the plaintiffs for £10 
damages, subject to any rights the defendants 
mav have to proceed for alleged breach cf 
the contract on the part of the plaintiffs.

A. Cox and Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs ; 
Mr. James Cawley (instructed by Mr. Joseph 
Gleeson) appeared for the defendants.

DAMAGES FOR CARTER. 


George Finney sued Messrs. Siemens- 
Schuckert Werke to recover damages laid at 
£25 for injuries which his mare suffered 
while engaged on work on the Shannon 
scheme. i . 

The evidence showed that, the plaintifí had 
been hired to work with his horse and cart 
on some portion of the land where cables 
were being erected.

INOUIRY. 


A SANITARY OFEICEI'S 
SUSPENSION, 


Dr. R. P. McDonnell, Local Gov ent 
Inspector, held a sworn inquiry at the Rath- 
mines Town Hall yesterday into the circum- 
stances connected with the suspension of Mr. 
Hugh McKeogh, sanitary sub-officer in the 
Rathmines and Rathgar urban district. 

Mr. Seacome Mason, Town Clerk, and 
chief sanitary officer, was questioned by the 
inspector as to the duties of the sanitary 
sub-officers. 


THE SANITARY SUB-OFFICER’S CASE. 
Mr. T. J, Greene, solicitor (Messrs. R. J. 
Greene and Sons, solicitors), for McKeogh, 
sad that the case he was putting was 
that, from the very commencement of the 
appointment of Mr. McKeogh, there had 
been, if he might use the phrase, a crusade 
of vindictiveness against his client, as he 
hoped to satisfy the Inspector from the 
correspondence, of which copies were in the 
ossession of the Local Government Board. 
They found when they appointed Mr. 
McKeogh that he was evidently not of the 
persuasion that they believed him to be. 

Inspector—What evidence have we of 
that? I hope that we can keep these points 
out of the case as far as possible. 

Mr. Greene—~It is with pain and regret 
that I have to introduce them. 

Mr. Mason said that he was the re- 
sponsible officer, and it was hig business 
to see that the advertisement made clear 
the qualifications that applicants should 
have. McKeogh was appointed in April, 
subject to the sanction of the Local Govern- 
ment Department and to the production of 
a satisfactory health certificate. The witness 
sent McKeogh to Dr. Goulding, who found 
that he was suffering from oabvelde disease 
of the heart. 

Mr. Greene said that he had forwarded 
certificates from Sir Thomas Myles and 
Surgeon McArdle saying that McKeogh was 
in good health. He then quoted from a 
letter which he wrote on May 5 to Mr. 
Mason stating that on Apri] 12, ten days 
after McKeogh was appointed, he was re- 
ferred to Dr. Goulding, a member of the 
Council, for medical examination. On April 
30 McKeogh was informed that, as a result 
of his examination, he would not be suitable 
for the position of sanitary sub-officer. 

The letter went on: “ How Dr. Gceulding 
came to such a conclusion is beyond our 
client’s comprehension, inasmuch as he has 
been examined by Sir Thomas Myles, who 
is the referee for His Majesty’s Treasury in 
Ireland, who certifies him to be in good 
health and free from any organic disease, 
and by Surgeon McArdle, of 72 Merrion 
square, who certifies him to be in perfectly 
sound health,” 

The letter went on to state that there 
was nothing in the advertisement inviting 
applications for the position that they must 
be certified as medically fit, and added that 
if such was the requirement of the Council, 
it seemed extraordinary that the Council 
became aware of it ten days after they had 
appointed McKeogh to the position, as, ac 
cording to the order of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, the appointment should be 
notified to them within seven days afier the 
making of it. 

This letter was referred to the late Mr. 
W. J. Shannon, solicitor to the Council, who 
replied stating that in connection with these 
appointments it was necessary to reply to 
the printed questions giving information to 
the Local Government Department. One of 
these refers to the state of health of tlie 
applicant, and in order to answer this | won 
tion it was considered necessary to have 
McKeogh medically examined, The letter 
explained that, in order to save expense to 
Mr. McKeogh and to the Council, Dr. Gould- 
ing, who was a member of the Council, 
offered to make the examination, of course, 
without remuneration, He found that Myr. 
McKeogh was suffering from some heart 
trouble, which would apparently render him 
unsuitable for the post 


ANOTHER EXAMINATION SUGGESTED. 

The letter continued :—‘‘ Since that date, 
I understand that Mr, McKeogh hes been 
examined by the surgeons mentioned in your 
letter, and under these circumstances my 
clients suggest that Mr. McKeogh should be 
examined by a physician of standing in this 
city, and they would be satisfied with a 
certificate from Dr. Moorhead or Dr. 
Bewley, whichever your client selects, and, 
in any event, the fee for examination would 
be paid by the Council.” 

To this Mr. Greene replied that he had 
submitted the letter to Mr. McKeogh, and, 
in reply, stated that there was no question 
of saving him expense when he was directed 
to attend on Dr. Goulding for examination. 
It added :--‘‘ We are aware of the require- 
ments of the Local Government Department, 
and we are also aware that in this case 
they will accept the certificates of Sir Thomas 
Myles and Surgeon McArdle as to the state 
of health of our client. Mr. McKeogh, for 
his own information, and not in any way for 
the benefit of the Council, had himself 
examined by the Right Hon. Mr. Cox, F.C., 
who confirms the certificates of the surgeons 
who have already certified our client to be 
free from organic disease.’ 

Mr. Greene added that on the recommenda- 
tion of the Local Government Board Mr. 
McKeogh was appointed. 


BROKEN MILK BOTTLE. 


Mr. Greene produced a letter from Mr. 
Hugh Harrison, 2 Rathgar avenue, to the 
Council on October 18th, 1926, complaining 
that when Mr, McKeogh had taken 
three samples of milk from him in his 
capacity as food and drugs inspector he re- 
fused to give one to him (Mr. Harrison), and 
knocked the bottle out of his hand, breaking 
it. On November 5th, 1926, Mr. McKeogh 
submitted a written report stating that the 
bottle was broken by Mr. Harrison himself, 
On October 29th Mr. McKeogh had a sum- 
mons issued against Hugh Harrison for wil- 
fully obstructing him and impeding him in 
the execution of his duties on the occasion 
in question. 

Mr. McKeogh next received a letter from 
the witness (Mr. Mason) stating that tho 
membets of the Public Health Committce 
had considered Mr, Harrison’s letter and 
Mr. McKeogh’s report, and a letter from 
Messrs. Shannon—their legal advisers—and 
that they were rot prepared to recommend a 
prosecution. Mr. MecKeogh consulted his 
solicitor and told the witness that he was 
advised that the proceedings were in order, 
and that he would go on with them. i 

Mr. Mason said that it was the practice in 
Rathmines that the sanitary sub-officer should 
not initiate any prosecutions without relerring 
the matter to him as chief sanitary officer. 

Mr. Greene asked what was the attitude 
of the Council regarding Mr. MeKeogh’s 
acting against their orders in bringing the 
prosecution ? 

The witness said that they regarded it as 
an act of insubordination. 


A CLERGYMAN'S COMPLAINT. 


Mrs. Nellie Wolfe, examined by Mr. J. H. 
Russell (instructed by Mr. Russell, solicitor, 
for the Council), said that on the morning ot 
September 13 last she heard a violent knock- 
ing at the door of 155 Rathmines road. She 
opened the door and saw Mr. McKeogh, who 
asked her who lived there... She replied, 
‘The Rev. Thomas Hammond,” and he 
replied, “1 am the sanitary officer; tell the 
Rev. Thomas Hammond to take his dirt off 
the road.” The witness said, “How dare 
you speak like that?’’ and he replied, “TI will 
speak as 1 like; get that removed off the 
road.”? The refuse was about a shovelful of 
lea’ es. 

The Rev. Thomas Hammond stated that he 
went to the Town Hall to complain of Mv. 
McKeogh’s insolence, and Mr. MekKeogh 
became excited and told him to get out. e 
witness went —- for Mr. McReogh s 
superior, and Mr. McKeogh followed him, 
talking loudly and saying, “ We know you, 
Hammond; we do not want any of your 
priest-hunting here.” 

Mr. McKeogh was then called, and in 
cross-examination by Mr. Russell, said that 
he did not accede to the Council’s request to 
withdraw the proceedings against Mr. 
Harrison, because he was right in takin 
them. He had not been asked by the Counc 
not to prosecute, but by a kind of Star 
Chamber meeting, consisting of Sir Simon 
Maddock, Mrs, Kettle, Mr. Mason and Mr. 
Russell. 

As regards Mr. Hammond's case, he said 
that he spoke in his normal tones. There 
was half a bucketful of refuse in the channel, 
and some of it was house dirt. He was a 
little excited when Mr. Hammond called on 
hint, as he felt that it was a conspiracy to 
undermine him in the discharge of his duty. 
It was insolence to bring in a complaint 
like that; it was a false charge, and an 
attempt to obstruct him in his duty.

ROAD TRANSPORT COSTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—l hope that many years’ experience 
in connection with road transport services In 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, followed 
by several months of close study of roar 

nger services in the Irish Free State, 
may justify me in asking you for space im 
which to discuss some of the views expressed 
in your editorial article of yesterday, ! 
write as one not having a particular interest 
in any Free State transport organisation. 

Viewing the whole situation, | venture, in 
the first instance, to say that I know no 
country in which, owing to its scattered 
agricultural population and requirements, 
road transport--for either passengers or 
goods—is more necessary than it is in the 
Free State. In other countries, which are 
less dependent on agriculture, manufacturing 
industries have adapted themselves to the 
railway and steamboat ape and, upon the 
whole, have been well served by the 
resources of rail and sea transport, In Ireland 
the opposite conditions prevail. The railway, 
unlike the road, cannot reach the farm. 
Free State transport, to he effective, must 
therefore be brought to the farmer's door. 
If it were necessary to produce authoritative 
evidence as to the value and the inevitable 
influence of Free- State road transport in 

i village communities from the 
gombeen’’ man, and delivering Ireland 
from her “ valleys of squinting windows, ' | 
might quote the Rev. Father aon, S.J. ; 
but, as the general doctrines which he has 
announced ave already received your 
editorial approval, it is unnecessary to 
develop the argument. 

If such general principles and conclusions 
are accepted, it is not a little difficult to 
understand why road transport, (both for pas- 
sengers and goods) is, at the moment, much 
more heavily taxed in the Irish Free State 
than it 1s in Great Britain, Northern Ireland, 
or in any other country with whose systems 
of transport taxation I am familiar, Let us 
see how they would work out in terms of 
existing, and of the new proposed, mileage, 
taxation, as threatened by Mr. Blythe on 
motor omnibuses, 

The British and Northern Ireland omnibus 
owner is subject to practically the same rates 
of vehicle licence duties as the Free State 
owner; but the Free State owner has also to 
pay a superimposed tax, which varies from 
£3500 to £400, as an import duty on every 
vehicle he puts into service. Reduced to 
terms of annual costs, this import tax repre. 
sents an average charge of £100 yearly on 
every road passenger vehicle. The yield of 
this tax (though paid in full by *bus-owners) 
is not devoted, for some strange reason, to 
road construction or maintenance. Its present 
vield is somewhere hetween #£60.000 and 
£80,000 per annum for which the 'bus- 
owner receives no credit. If motor lorry and 
van-owners be included, for purposes of 
taxation, with ’bus operators, it will be found 
that they pay not only more than half of the 
present total Road Fund revenues from motor 
taxation, but further additional import taxes 
to the extent of something approaching 
£200 000 vearly. 

Yet the Free State road transport operator 
suffers from more than merely extravagant 
taxation. He is prohibited (outside the 
boundaries of two or three cities) from using 
large and economic units for the transport of 
goods and passengers. It is, even now, illegal 
for him to use a two-decker bus ora seven-ton 
lorry outside the cities of Dublin, Cork and 
Waterford. Only those who have a practical 
transport experience realise the extent of the 
handicap so imposed. 

You said that ‘‘it would be injurious to 
the public interest to impose a tax so severe 
as to render the running of omnibus services 
at their present rate unprofitable.”’ Writing 
with particular knowledge of the profits 
earned by many Free State omnibys under- 
takings, I have no hesitation in saying that 
not only would the taxes outlined by Mr. 
Blythe wipe out their entire profits, but the 
majority of Free State omnibus companies 
would be faced with immediate financial ruin, 
unless they raise their fares in a sufficient 
measure to cover the amount of the proposed 
new impost, and of the cost and the compli- 
eations of its collection. If “a wanton 
curtailment of transport facilities on which 
the public has come to rely” is to take 
place, the responsibility will not lie on the 
shoulders of omnibus owners, but on those 
who advocate a penal tax. 

Estimates of omnibus revenues which may 
be made by casual observers during “ rush ’ 
hours in cities and towns cannot be relied 
upon. They know little, if anything, of the 
thousands of miles which are covered at 
positive losses by omnibuses every day ir: 
outlying districts with scattered populations 
who have hitherto been compelled to rely 
upon remote and infrequent railway segvices. 
Such omnibus services, at all events during 
the winter months, are frequently main- 
tained on revenues the whole of which would 
hardly meet the proposed mileage tax. It is 
these. now admittedly, indispensable omnibus 
services which would be most hardly hit by 
the proposed mileage tax. Their curtailment, 
if not their disappearance, is therefore inevit- 
able if the tax, as proposed, be persisted in. 
In this connection it is worthy of note that 
the official figures, published monthly by the 
Ministry for Industry and Commerce, show 
that the average onmibus receipts per vehicle 
mile in the Free State, are considerably under 
the average standard regarded as being neces- 
sary by omnibus-owners elsewhere. 

Taking the widest view of the situation, I 
therefore venture to suggest that the remedy 
for wasteful transport services (which 
undoubtedly exist) lies not in penalising the 
particular form of transport which is only 
now beginning to demonstrate its value to 
the whole community, but—to quote the final 
sentence of your leading article; “in bring- 
ing about the effective federation’ of road 
and rail services.—Yours, etc.,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—May I put in a plea for more public 
consideration of the Butt Bridge problem! 
The public is treating this matter too much 
as though it were a complicated issue, 
whereas, in point of fact, the question 1s 
perfectly simple. Let the reader examine a 
map of Dublin and consider how best to 
avoid the congestion of traffic in College 
Green. It is obvious that, if the traffic from 
the Sandymount direction to the Clontarf 
region could be kept clear of College Green, 
the position would at onte be eased, While 
the Butt Bridge is in its present position 
the bulk of the traic must find its easiest 
route through College Green—west of Trinity 
College. If we imagine a bridge east of the 
Custom House, connecting up Amiens street, 
ever the filled in dock on the North, with 
Westland row, through a new diagonal street 
on the South, this bridge would carry the 
whole traffic of east Dublin from North to 
South, east of Trinity College. This new 
artery would save a vast amount of time to 
transport and would solve the College Green 
problem. 

This suggestion is, of course, an old one; 
and an argument urged against it is that 
money has recently been spent on deepening 
the Liffey past the Custom House; but we 
surely cannot admit the principle that we 
should deliberately tie up the future of 
Dublin on this account. What has been spent 
in the past. is beside the point. We are 
faced with a certain situation and it is for 
us to deal with it on its merits. The way 
in which that situation arose cannot influence 
the solution, except in regard to compensation 
payable. 

It is suggested that the Butt Bridge should 
be rebuilt—and we have seen that this bridge 
is in the wrong place. Also, we are to have 
n transporter bridge lower down the river to 
take the coast traffic. These bridges are ex- 
ceedingly costly, and the only one of which 
I had personal knowledge was that spanning 
the river at Bizerta in Tunis. Some twenty- 
five years ago the French went to the trouble 
of taking this down and substituting a 
** grind "-—í.e.. a double-bottomed ferry that 
picks up a chain that normally lies on the 
river bed. This arrangement cannot cost half 
as much as a transporter; it affords no over- 
head obstruction to shipping, and, as regards 
the tides, one would imagine that hinged 
ramps conld give access to rafts, as is done 
at the Liverpool landing stage. * Neither 
transporter nor grind would be necessary if, 
instead of rebuilding the Butt Bridge, a wide 
bridge were built east of the Custom House. 
This would mean a great saving of expendi- 
ture, some or all of which could be applied 
to the compensation of any interests that 
might suffer from the loss of the dock in front 
of the Custom House. The position of this 
new bridge is the key to the whole future 
development of the city.—Yours, etc.,

The band that 
had been playing off the field of play marched 
on to the centre, followed by the teams, and 
as the whole company’ stood with hats off, 
‘“(Jod Save The Ring,” without any attempt 
at singing, told eloquently of the feelings of 
those who remembered that a year ago His 
Majesty saw the Univetsities ‘contest their 
mach on the same ground. 

BLUNDERS ANO BRILLIANCE. 

Marked by varied fortune’ and quick 
changes the game will be remembered for 
the blunders and brilliance that decided the 
issue. Oxford - began with concentrated 
endeavour, every man‘on' the ball, and the 
side working like a real team in-a manner 
pungesting that they would confound the 
critics and upset the “ good thing ’’ prophecied 
for Cambridge. 

From the moment that Cambridge kicked 
off hard running and keen tackling gave « 
crowd of between 38,000 and 40,000 cause for 
excitement and enthusiasm... A Cambridge 
onslaught- received its check, and Oxford 
countered with such zest, Benson getting out 
the ball to Roberts and the three-quarters 
carrying on the movement with such rapidity, 
that the Cambridge line was in danger. But 
a slack pass did not find the Dark Blue as 
intended Aarvold slipped between the 
Oxford players, intercepted the ball, ran 
half the length of the ground, avd when 
challenged ‘by Adamson transferred to 
Smeddle, who took the try given by his 
captain. Waters kicked a goal, and the 
game was all Cambridge. 

Before Oxford could recover their defence 
was ong by more combined: movements, 
in which .Wiggins and Bowcott, the Cam- 
bridge halves, and the three-quarters all had 
a a Guy Morgan ended a bout. of 
passing by giving Smeddle the ball to score, 
and again the Welsh international made the 
final pass for Aarvold to run yound and score.

LIGHT BLUES’ ELEVEN POINTS IN 
TEN MINUTES, 
Thus inside ten minutes Cambridge had 
scored eleven points, and the match looked 
all over. Remarkable was the change brought 
about that one Oxford pass made when all 
seemed well. 
Oxford, instead of becoming demoralised— 
as well they might in such circumstances— 
pulled themselves together. Instead of being 
out-paced, as during those early Cambridge 
raids, the Oxford backs produced speed equal 
to that of their rivals, and some splendid 
football gave an idea that there was very 
little difference in all-round skill and strengto 
betwee these two fine sides. When Oxfor:l 
were pressing hard a penalty was given against 
Cambridge, and Adamson placed a goal. 
Oxford more than held theirown. The forwards 
kept up their determined scrummaging, and if 
sometimes outpaced in the loose they were 
very quick on the ball, and the backs seized 
every opportunity to make quick dashes, 
Sometimes their passes did little more than 
take the play across the ground, but good 
kicking into touch, notably by Adamson, 
helped Oxford to re: the ball a good deal 
in the Cambridge half. 
OXFORD HITS BACK. 
In a loose rush Macpherson dribbled over 
Adamson could 
not convert, and Oxford were still five points 
to the bad at half-time, the score being a 
goal and two tries to a penalty goal and 
a try. 
Oxford, by their plucky -reply after such 
a bad start, kept the match ful]! of mterest. 
Lhe backs roll to their famous rivals 
with clever bouts of passing, and the 
forwards held their own, as they always had 
done, but the Cambridge backs would not be 
denied. Wiggins got his men moving again, 
and Morgan doubled in with true football 
instinct. He upset the Oxford marking, and 
his pass to Smeddle gave the wing three- 
quarter a fair run in for his third try. Waters 
could not convert. 
A GREAT FINISH, 
A quarter of an hour from the resumption 
Cambridge stood eight points up, and again 
their victory seemed beyond question, but 
within three minutes occurred one of the 
most delightful incidents of the match. ‘As 
occurred when the first score came, a mistake 
played into the enemy’s hands. In breaking 
away from vear their own line a Cambridge 
man kicked too hard. Adamson, well up, 
seized the opportunity to drop a beautiful 
goal, and with more than twenty minutes 
to go only four points divided the sides. 

The possibility of Oxford snatching a 
victory aroused the players and the crowd. 
Not a single member of either team had 
shown ‘the slightest sign of slackening or 
yielding. Gubb, in one tremendous attempt, 
nearly forced a way through, and a rare 
passing movement almost enabled Turcan to 
round his opponents, but try as Oxford would 
every man seemed marked at the critical 
moment. 

Cambridge came into their own again with 
some of their great work in the open, and 
Smeddie dribbled over the line, but failed to 
get the touch down, as two rivals went for 
the ball. In this way the game ended 
with Cambridge asserting themselves, and. so 
showing that they had. the stamina to stay 
through a. gruelling game. 

When every man appeared to produce the 
best form that had earned him the honour 
of being chosen to represent his university, 
it would be superfluous to criticise indivi- 
duals, either for praise or blame, but to 
Adamson is due mofe than ordinary com- 
mendation. The Oxford back tackled witb 
unerring certainty, and his kicking into 
touch, often just as tackled, revealed him as 
a great player. Aaryold, the Cambridge 
captain, and Smeddle fulfilled expectations 
as a match winning pair. Sometimes the 
Oxford halves passed wildly and too low to 
allow their three-quarters much chance of 
getting away; but in this very fast match 
on firm turf that had been protected from 
frost everything had to be done so rapidly 
that errors must have been apparent to the 
spectators rather than real to the men imme- 
adtely concerned. ‘Cousidering the vigour 
and tremendous keenness of the play, it was 
very gratifying that no one received any 
serious injury. Not until the second half did 
any stoppage occur for an. accident, and 
then Adamson and Cooper were able to 
resume almost at once without suffering avy 
handicap in their subsequent work.

DEATH OF A NOTED 
AMATEUR. 


The death is announced of Mr. Samuel Mure 
Fergusson, at the age of 73. He resided at the 
New Zealand Golf Club, Byfleet, Surrey, for nine 
years, and died there after a long period of ill- 
health. : 

Mr. Mure Fergusson was one of 
amateurs of his time, and reached the final of 
the Amateur Championship in 1894 and 1898. He 
played for Scotland in the first match against 
England at Hoylake in 1902, and was very suc- 
cessful in medal cempctitions of the Royal and 
Ancient Club. In 1906 he won the St. George's 
Challenge Cup at Sandwich. 

He won the Autumn Medal at St. Andrews in 
1874, and the same trophy thirty-nine years later. 
He was reputed to be the finest brassy player 
among all those amateurs who were his contem- 
poraries. Thouzh he came of a _ Perthshire 
family, Mr. Mure Fergusson spent most of his 
life: in the South of England, and was a member 
of the London Stock Exchange.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION 
IN CO. WICKLOW. 


LEGALITY OF PAYMENTS IN 
QUESTION. 

i A special meeting of County Wicklow Joint 
Technical Instruction Committee was held last 
Monday to consider the financial position, in 
view of the Committee's refusal to appoint 
the candidate nominated by the Appoint- 
ments Commissioners for the position of 
Principal, and the conseguent refusal of the 
Department of Education to continue recogni- 
tion of the scheme. The Very Rev. Canon 
Hoey, P.P. (Chairman), presided. 

The meeting had before it a copy of 
coumel’s opinion, obtained by the County 
Council, with regard to the legality of trans- 
ferring to the Committee the quarterly instal- 
ment of £363. Mr. M..J. Ryan, barrister, 
In this opinion, advised that until approval 
of the scheme at present in force is with- 
drawn by the Ministry, the Coynty Council 
could legally pay the Commiitee -the rates 
levied under the various Acts, If the Joint 
Committee applied any of the moneys paid 
over to them for the purposes ‘of the scheme, 
which have not the sanction of the Ministry, 
or in defraying admitistrative expenses, or 
paying salaries not sanctioned or approved of 
by the Minister of Education, then the mem- 
bers of the Joint Committee must bear the 
responsibility for the application of such 
moneys illegally. 

The Acting Secretary informed the Com- 
mittee that the Department had not, up to 
the present, withdrawn approval, of the 
County Wicklow scheme. 

The Committee decided to carry on the pre- 
sent scheme till 9th January; meantime, the 
County Council to pay the current instalment 
and the urban councils: and the part-time 
teachers to be requested to give their ser- 
vices on the understanding that they would 
be paid eventually.

DEFAULTERS IN. QUEEN’S 
COUNTY. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Mr. T. A. Finlay (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) applied on behalf of the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health for an order of mandamus to compel 
the Laoighis (Queen's County) Board oí 
Health and Public Assistance to enforce the 
Vaccination Acts in their area, making Peter 
P. Daly, John Twomey, Michael Phelan, 
Thomas Territt, and Thomas Tynan special 
defendants. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. E. P. 
McCarron, Secretary to the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health, from 
which it appeared that on the 24th February 
of this year the Department received from 
the secretary to the Board of Health, a return 
showing a total of 2,046 vaccination defaulters 
outstanding in nine dispensary districts in 
Laoighis county; and on the Ist of last 
March the Department wrote to the Board of 
Health requesting them to take energetic 
action without delay to compel defaulters to 
comply with the law and prosecute the more 
persistent defaulters. 

The affidavit referred to proceedings of the 
Board of Health following this letter and to 
further correspondence on the subject of eh- 
forcing the Act, it being stated in a letter 
of the 3rd May from the Department that 
extracts from the annual report of their 
medical inspector showed that over 2,296 
vaccination defaulters had been returned by 
the dispensary medical officers in their last 
report. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health held 
on the 12th inst. a resolution, stated the 
affidavit, “ That the Board do not enforce 
the Vaccination Acts in this county” was 
declared carried, those voting in favour of it 
being the persons whom it was sought to 
make special defendants. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne granted a conditional 
order of mandamus,

APPEAL AGAINST FINAL 
JUDGMENT. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
. FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MU RNAGHAN.) 

The hearing concluded of the appeal by the 
defendants in the case of Reid, Sherratt and 
Co., Ltd., coal exporters and merchants, of 
Albany, Old Hall _ street, Liverpool, 
against George Scott. and Co., coal 
merchants, of 15 South Mall, Cork, 
from an order of Mr. Justice O'Byrne, 
in the High Courts, giving the plaintiffs in 
the action liberty to sign final judgment 
against the defendants for £351 odd, claimed 
to be due in respect of a cargo of coal de- 
livered to the defendants. 

It was stated for the appellants, and 
denied by the respondents, that the coal had 
been delivered under a contract, by which 
the plaintiffs agreed to deliver from 2,300 to 
5,000 tons of ‘‘ best Fenton coal.’’ The 
appellants had lodged £221 odd in Court in 
full discharge of respondents’ claim, on the 
ground that the coal supplied was not of the 
quality contracted for, and had also counter- 
claimed for damages for loss of custom, 
alleging that several of their customers com- 
plained of the quality of the coal. 

Mr. M:. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. FE. §&. 
Robinson (instructed by Messrs. Wyne and 
Wyne) appeared for the appellants and de- 
fendants; and Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. Stanuel] 
and Son) for the respondents and plaintiffs. 

Mr. Phelps having concluded his argu- 
ment for the respondents, submitting that 
they were entitled to judgment for the 
amount claimed, 

Mr. Maguire, in his reply for the appel- 
lants, contended that they had an absolute 
right to defend the action. under Order 14, 
Rule 1, when it had been shown that thev 
had a bona fide defence, and that the Court 
was only concerned with the merits of the 
case, in so far us 1t was necessary to satisfy 
them that the defendants had a bona fide 
case. 

The. Court allowed the appeal, holding that 
the order of Mr. Justice O’Byrne ‘aust be 
set aside, and the appellants and defendants 
given liberty to defend. The defendants 
must, however, bring into Court the imoaut 
claimed in the action, in such manner as tiey 
might ve advised. 


THE HEIGHT OF A WALL, 
——v --- 
ALLEGED INTERFERENCE 
LIGHT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing of an action im which Mar- 
garet M. Baker, 9 Crown Alley, Dublin, is 
plaintiff, and Jno. Clarke, 45 Wellington 
Quay, produce merchant, defendant, was 
hegun. The plaintiff sought a mandatory 
injunction requiring the defendant to pull 
down and remove a wall which, the plaintiff 
stated, had been erected adjoining her pre- 
mises, 16 Temple Bar, to the level of a 
wall which formerly stood there, and an in- 
junction restraining him from, as alleged, in- 
terfering with the plaintiff's ancient lights. 

The defendant, in his defence, said that 
the plaintiff's lights were not ancient, and 
denied that he rebuilt the said wall or raised 
it, as was alleged, 14 feet, or at all, above 
the height of the old wall, and stated that 
if such ‘were done the plaintiff's lights were 
not interfered with. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Cawley  (in- 
structed by Mr. P. M. Seales) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and 
Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
James O’Connor and Co.) for the defendant. 
Stating the plaintiff's case, Mr. Moloney 
said that there had been a party wall 
separating portion of plaintiff's premises from 
portion of defendant's premises in Asdell’s 
row. This wall being defective it was 
arranged to take it down and. rebuild to the 
original height, the plamtiff contributing. to 
the cost. The new wall was, it was claimed, 
raised much above the height of the old 
one. “As a result of this.” said counsel, 
“our backyard has been converted into a 
well of almost Stygian darkness.” The main 
issue, he proceeded, centred around two 
things: the height of the old wall, and 
whether or not there had been an agreement 
in reference to the height of the new one. 
Counsel stated that property was increasing 
in value in the neighbourhood. He under- 
stood that when the leases m the vicinity 
expired, tenants would be requested to 
rebuild. As a result of the arrangement there 
would be some fine. buildings ieere, and it 
would become a very fine shopping centre in 
time. 

During the luncheon interval,

counsel, inspected the premises in question. 
On the resumption he referred jocularly to 
“the roar of tom-cats,”’.a number of which

DEBTOR SUMMONS.

APPEAL AGAINST AN ORDER. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON and MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN ) 

The appeal in the case of ** Debtor Sum- 
mons, Title. O’hUadhaigh and Proud, 
solicitors for appellant,’’ was listed for judg 
ment. 

At the sitting of the Court, 

The Chief Justice stated that ás it became 
necessary to consult certain documents with 
regard to the matter, they had decided to 
postpone judgment for the present, and the 
case would be put in the list for judgment 
again within the next two or three days. 

It. was an application to the Court by way 
of appeal from an order of Mr. Justice 
Johnston in the High Court, seeking to have 
his order reversed and. discharged in its 
entirety, and an order made by the Supreme 
Court dismissing the debtor’s summons, on 
the grounds that the order appealed from 
was incorrect in point of law, in that there 
was no assignment of the debt alleged in the 
debtor’s summons to the claimants, and that 
there was no debt dne by the appellant to 
the claimants sufficient in law to support the 
debtor’s summons. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K:C., and Mr. Lynn (in- 
structed by Messrs. Little, OhUadhaigh and 
Proud) appeared for the appellant; and Mr 
G. G. Duffy (instructed by Messrs. James 
O'Connor and Co.) for the respondents. 

In connection with this case, an application 
to the Court was made by counsel on behalf 
of the appellant last Monday for an attach- 
ment order against each of the editors of thre 
two evening and two morning Dublin news- 
papers, calling upon them to show cause why 
they should not be committed for contempt 
of Court in publishing a reprt of the appeal 
disclosing the name of the debtor. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, who made the application, 
stated that the publication of the report in 
question was a gross and unwarranted in- 
fringement of the customary procedure with 
respect to Bankruptcy’ proceedings’ in this 
country, and very serious notice of it should 
be taken by the Court. 

Chief Justice—Is there any order or rule 
that has been violated by the publication of 
the report? 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that there was no par 
tleular order or rule that had been violated 
by the report, but the report was a flagrant 
breach of the procedure adopted in the Bank 
ruptcy Court, as regards debtors’ summonses, 
for years, and it was calculated to cause 
serious injury to the debtor in this case. 

The Chief Justice said that if there 
no order or rule infringed or. violated he did 
not see that any obligation could be imposed 
upon the Press in the matter. . He also 
pointed out that the very words relating to

report, also appeared in the document hefore 
the judge at the hearing of -the case in the 
Court below. 

Mr. Fitzgerald submitted that that did not, 
however, entitle the Press to publish the 
words appearing in the document.

At a meeting of the Architectural Asspcta- 
tion of Ireland at 8 Merrion square, Dublin, 
last night, a lecture’ on ‘Some Views of 
Verona, Vicenza, Venice, and Padua,’’ .was 
delivered by Mr. F. R. Yerbury. With, the- 
nid. of lántefh. Slides. he described .sonve —of 
the magnificent buildings which he had seen 
during a recent-tour in Italy. He drew ‘parti- 
cular attention to the sculpteres in dhan'ches 
in Verona—works of art of the twelfth gentury 
—which put the modern sculptor to shaime. 
Venice was such a delightful city that it 
gave one the impression of being an enormons 
exhibition. One was even inclined to look 
for the roundabouts.:and scenic railways. 
Venic was a treasure house which, it. seemed, 
could hever be fully explored—always remain- 
ing a ‘source of inspiration for the poet, 
sculptor, and the architect.

seconded by Mr. R.. Ny: Butler, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the lecturer.
